In  pursuance  of  previous  arrangement,  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Assembly  met  in  Joint  Session. 

The  President  of  the  Council  in  the  chair  called  the 
Assembly  to  order. 

The  roll  of  the  Council  was  called — all  present. 

The  roll  of  the  House  was  called-  all  present. 

The  Chaplain  of  the  House  offered  prayer. 

The  President  announced  the  Joint  Session  ready 
for  business. 

His  Excellency  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray  having  ar¬ 
rived,  proceeded  to  deliver  the  following  message  : 
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Territory  of  Utah,  ) 

Executive  Office.  > 

Salt  Lake  City,  Jan.  11,  1886.  ) 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

Indulging  in  the  hope  that  your  families  may  be 
blessed  with  health  during  your  absence  from  them,  in 
performing  your  duties  as  representatives,  I  trust  the  re¬ 
sult  of  our  labors  may  be  conducive  to  the  well-being  of 
the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  to  the  honor  of 
our  common  country  ;  and  that  our  intercourse  both 
personal  and  official  may  be  mutually  pleasant. 

Confronted  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  with  sub¬ 
jects  of  grave  importance,  even  to  the  extent  of  involv¬ 
ing  our  relations  with  the  General  Government,  I  con¬ 
gratulate  you  upon  the  fact  that  it  is  in  your  power  to 
determine  upon  measures  that  will  establish  the  great¬ 
est  good  to  the  greatest  number,  under  the  wise  and 
beneficent  guidance  of  the  Constitution  of  our  country, 
by  virtue  of  whose  laws  we  are  assembled,  and  without 
which  it  would  be  unlawful  for  us  to  assemble  as  the 
law-making  power  of  the  Territory. 

STATUS  UNDER  THE  LAWS. 

Utah  holds  the  relation  to  the  General  Government 
that  the  minor  holds  to  the  parent  or  guardian.  The 
Territory  is  old  in  years,  and  sufficient,  according  to  pre¬ 
cedent,  in  population,  and  yet  the  sovereign  voice  of  a 
generous  Government,  from  the  beginning,  has  denied, 
and  continues  to  deny,  the  requests  of  a  majority  of  the 
people  for  advancement  to  Statehood.  No  probationary 
period  of  Territorial  existence  is  declared  nor  any  defi¬ 
nite  number  of  population  is  prescribed  by  law.  It  is 
not  years  or  numbers  that  warrants  advancement.  There 
are  conditions  precedent — other  considerations.  The 
Government  of  the  United  States  is  the  combined  aspi¬ 
rations  of  men  determined  to  continue  free  government 
upon  the  earth. 

Is  it  not  well  for  us  to  measure  the  grandeur,  great¬ 
ness  and  beauty  of  its  mighty  stature,  and  to  look  at 
home  for  the  cause  of  the  troubles  that  confront  us  ?  Is 
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it  not  well  to  heed  the  advice  of  the  parent  government 
so  often  given  ? 

While  the  state  of  mind  and  purposes  and  perplexed 
surroundings  of  so  many  people  of  Utah  must,  in  a 
measure,  be  felt  and  reflected  by  you  as  their  represen¬ 
tatives,  therefore  I  affirm  that  it  is  well  for  us  to  heed 
the  danger  signals  that  Executive  expression,  Congres¬ 
sional  legislation  and  Supreme  Court  decisions  have 
given  to  poor,  distracted  and  obdurate  Utah  of  the  past, 
and  our  bounden  duty  to  consider  the  present  and  threat¬ 
ened  legislation  before  Congress,  relating  to  Utah,  all  of 
which  I  am  sure  in  patriotic  hope  and  wisdom,  by  the 
government  at  Washington  and  by  those  charged  with 
the  execution  of  those  laws  here  are  intended  to  correct 
existing  evils  in  the  Territory,  and  which  primarily 
should  be  corrected  by  the  legislature  of  Utah  rather 
than  by  Congress. 

AID  TO  THE  FIRST  SETTLERS. 

Remember  the  aid  given  by  the  Government  to  the 
hardy  pioneers  who  settled  Utah. 

Remember  that  not  one  life  of  those  who  settled 
Utah  was  put  in  jeopardy  in  the  battles  with  Mexico, 
the  successful  termination  of  which  gave  this  vast  inter¬ 
mountain  region  to  the  country  and  to  you.  Remember 
that  not  one  life  of  those  who  inhabited  Utah  went  out 
in  the  battles  of  the  late  war,  which  preserved  the  life 
of  this  Nation.  The  blood  of  the  people  of  Utah  was 
not  required.  That  of  others  secured  this  land  and  pre¬ 
served  with  it  the  blessings  of  Liberty  !  It  is  your  coun¬ 
try  and  mine  !  On  the  mountains  and  in  the  valleys  the 
Government  has  given  with  a  sheltering  and  helping 
hand,  homes  for  all.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  all 
should  obey  the  laws  ?  And  is  it  too  much  to  expect  that 
your  honorable  body,  owing  its  very  existence  to  a 
law  of  Congress,  and  for  your  official  services  paid  out  of 
the  National  treasury,  should  write  laws  in  unison  with 
the  laws  of  the  country  and  to  repeal  all  Territorial  stat¬ 
utes  that  conflict  with  National  laws  ? 
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OUR  RECIPROCAL  DUTY. 

Those  who  engage  to  say  that  Congress  having  un¬ 
dertaken  to  legislate  upon  certain  subjects,  relieves  you 
of  any  obligations  to  legislate  upon  them  and  like  sub¬ 
jects,  are  mistaken.  The  argument  is  specious,  and  as 
dangerous  as  it  is  fallacious. 

The  express  provisions  of  the  law  known  as  the  Ed¬ 
munds  bill,  providing  for  the  conduct  of  elections,  etc., 
announces  that  the  law  should  continue  in  force  until 
the  Legislature  meets  the  requirements  of  Congress  in 
passing  a  proper  statute  upon  that  subject.  It  therefore 
may  not  be  expected  that  any  law  falling  short  of  ex¬ 
pressed  requirements  will  permanently  restore  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  the  functions  of  the  Election  Board  to  those 
named  by  Territorial  statute. 

In  my  message  to  the  Legislature  two  years  since,  I 
said:,  “We  are  expected  in  discharging  our  duties  as 
legislators,  to  write  such  a  code  of  laws  as  shall,  while 
conserving  the  local  necessities  of  the  Territory,  be  an 
assurance  of  our  fidelity  to  the  Nation,  and  satisfy  the 
exactions  of  public  opinion  on  questions  in  which  Utah 
is  regarded  as  not  in  harmony  with  the  rest  of  our  com¬ 
mon  country.  Whether  we  shall  do  this  or  not  will 
chiefly  depend  upon  you.  With  you  will  be  the  initia¬ 
tion  of  measures  looking  to  this  result.  If  to  you  it 
should  seem  advisable,  and  if  we  be  fortunate  in  perfect¬ 
ing  those  laws  by  mutual  consultation  and  by  reaching 
a  common  ground,  we  may,  in  conclusion  of  our  labors, 
congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  consummation  of  a 
great  and  patriotic  work.” 

Foreseeing  the  troubles  that  would  come,  and  which 
have  beset  many  of  the  people  of  the  Territory,  I  then 
earnestly  desired  to  co-operate  with  that  body  to  avert 
them  by  means  of  wise  and  essentially  necessary  Terri¬ 
torial  legislation.  I  assure  you  that  I  shall  now  be  gra¬ 
tified  to  do  so  “  with  all  the  earnestness  and  capacity .  I 
possess.”  But  my  appeals  and  warnings  were  unheeded, 
as  others  had  been  by  previous  legislatures  and  that 
body  left  a  heritage  of  contention  and  strife  painfully 
well  known  to  all,  which  in  my  opinion  it  was  their 
highest  and  first  duty  as  citizens  and  representatives  to 
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have  avoided.  That  failure  was  “a  grave  political  blun" 
der  far-reaching  in  consequent  results,”  and  one  which 
the  country  has  not  failed  to  appreciate  and  condemn. 

DEFINED  RIGHTS. 

The  powers  of  a  Territorial  form  of  government  are 
no  longer  unknown,  and  what  are  rightful  subjects  of 
legislation  consistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  acts  of  Congress  are  no  longer  unde¬ 
fined.  The  rights  of  the  people  under  the  law,  are  now 
with  some  degree  of  certainty  determined.  The  powers 
of  the  Territorial  government,  and  the  rights  of  all  the 
people,  and  their  political  privileges,  should  be  jealously 
guarded,  by  us  as  well  as  by  all  citizens,  and  this  may  be 
done  only  in  yielding  unfaltering  allegiauce  to  the 
United  States  by  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  in  conforming  legislation  and  our  actions  as 
citizens,  not  only  in  yielding  obedience  to,  but  in  up¬ 
holding  and  aiding  in  the  execution  of  all  laws. 

WRONG  ADVICE. 

The  people  of  the  United  States,  irrespective  of  par¬ 
ty,  (for  at  no  time  have  the  questions  of  difference  here 
been  party  questions)  and  the  government,  have  time 
and  again,  and  in  express  terms  declared  that  practices 
of  the  people,  and  theories  of  legislation  indulged  in  by 
your  predecessors,  were  wrong  and  hurtful  and  debas¬ 
ing.  The  President  will  not  recede  from  his  high  pur¬ 
poses,  nor  permit  a  stay  of  the  vigorous  execution  of  the 
laws,  nor  will  Congress  long  delay  in  passing  necessary 
additional  legislation.  It  is  idle  for  any  to  hope 
otherwise,  and  a  grievous  wrong  in  those  who  would 
counsel  the  people  to  hold  out  against  the  enforcement 
of  the  laws  of  ther  country,  or  who  would  stay  your 
hands  and  mine  from  the  performance  of  our  direct 
duty.  The  man  who  in  practice  holds  to  theories  of  a 
construction  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  adverse  to  the 
construction  placed  upon  them  by  the  courts,  endangers 
not  onU  himself,  but  all  who  are  misled  by  him.  In 
view  of  the  situation  in  Utah  and  the  prevalence  of  such 
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advice,  the  duty  is  the  more  imperative  upon  us,  as  the 
law-making  power,  to  conform  our  statutes  to  the  adju¬ 
dications  of  the  courts  and  thereby  shield  the  people, 
who  by  our  silence  may  he  misled  and  eventually  will 
feel,  the  penalties  of  outraged  law. 

PERNICIOUS  THEORIES. 

The  history  of  national  legislation  demonstrates  the 
manifest  reluctance  of  Congress  to  legislate  in  purely 
local  affairs.  The  fact  that  Congress  has  disapproved  of 
much  of  the  legislation  of  Utah,  and  from  time  to  time 
has  gone  further  and  dealt  directly  with  the  purely  local 
affairs  of  the  Territory,  and  that  more  extended  legisla¬ 
tion  is  now  pending  before  that  body,  impels  me  to  ask 
your  serious  attention  to  the  fact,  and  your  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  reasons.  In  my  opinion  the  controlling  ele¬ 
ments  in  Utah  has  fallen  into  and  has  persisted  in  a 
groove  of  mistaken  thought.  Subjects  held  by  them  as 
of  vital  importance  are  mere  shadows.  Principles  in¬ 
stilled  into  the  people  are  to  he  unlearned  by  them. 
The  prime  fact,  that  their  highest  allegiance  is  due  to  the 
government  has  been  and  continues  to  be  held  as  sec¬ 
ondary  to  other  considerations,  and  that  rights  and  du¬ 
ties  have  by  many  been  honestly  confounded  with  fran¬ 
chises  and  principles  as  laid  down  in  the  Constitution. 
So  prevalent  has  become  this  line  of  thought  that  very 
many  whose  purposes  in  life  are  honest,  and  who  be¬ 
lieve  themselves  to  he  faithful  citizens,  are  zealous  in 
withstanding  by  argument  and  action  and  in  cases 
have  conspired  to  defeat  the  plainest  provisions  of  Na¬ 
tional  law. 


WHAT  WE  SHOULD  DO. 

I  therefore  affirm  that  it  is  our  plain  and  unmis¬ 
takable  duty  to  supplement  and  aid  in  carrying  into 
successful  application  every  law  passed  by  Congress 
which  has  been  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  be 
Constitutional ;  that  we  should  endeavor  to  keep  the 
people  from  wasting  their  strength  in  crying  out  against 
the  Government  and  its  laws  and  the  courts,  for  that 
will  but  prolong  hate  and  discord. 
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We  should  see  that  the  Territorial  government  is 
organized  in  all  of  its  parts  in  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  Congress  ;  that  the  system  of  plural  wives  or  polyg¬ 
amy  is  denounced  by  Territorial  statute,  and  that  the 
marital  and  property  rights  of  women  are  made  secure 
and  ample  ;  that  the  exercise  of  political  power  by  ec¬ 
clesiastical  authority,  which  is  not  tolerated  in  the 
slightest  degree  elsewhere,  should  be  abolished  in  Utah. 


CONSEQUENCES  IF  WE  DO  NOT. 

We  may  spend  the  days  of  this  important  session  in 
dealing  with  the  lesser  but  still  important  questions 
arising  in  our  every-day  affairs,  but  until  we  meet  fully 
and  fairly  and  definitely  settle  the  questions  of  organic 
difference  between  the  people  of  the  United  States  and 
the  people  of  Utah,  legislate  as  we  may,  labor  and  strive 
and  build  as  we  may,  there  yet  will  be  imputations 
against  us,  or  there  can  be  no  lasting  peace  or  that  vig¬ 
orous  growth  to  the  Territory  that  our  resources  and  lo¬ 
cation  warrant.  Else  we  shall  find  in  the  future  as  we 
have  found  in  the  past,  that  year  after  year  as  we  grow 
in  age  and  numbers,  instead  of  a  fuller  manhood,  we 
shall  be  curtailed  in  what  are  now  under  the  law  right¬ 
ful  subjects  of  legislation,  and  perhaps  stripped  by  the 
hands  of  the  parent  Government  of  that  political  power 
which  strengthens  and  so  well  adorns  American  citizen¬ 
ship,  and  which  cannot  and  has  not  been  stripped  from 
any  who  rightfully  and  loyally  wear  it. 

COURT  DECISIONS  CONCLUSIVE. 

The  courts  are  the  proper  places  in  which  questions* 
of  law  may  be  determined  and  the  rights  of  individuals, 
charged  with  public  offenses,  properly  defended.  In  the 
contest  by  the  Government  upon  one  side  in  executing 
the  laws  of  Congress,  directed  against  polygamy  and  un¬ 
lawful  cohabitation,  and  an  organized  and  determined 
effort  to  defend  the  system  of  plural  marriage  upon  the 
other,  the  methods  and  arguments  presented  unfortu¬ 
nately  have  not  been  confined  to  the  courts. 
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FRUITS  OF  ECCLESIASTICISM. 

I  have  in  may  possession  a  circular  signed  by  the 
Presidency  of  the  Church  of  Latter-day  Saints,  which  in 
set  terms  designates  the  Territorial  Central  Committee 
of  the  People’s  party  as  the  instrument  through  which 
to  raise  funds,  to  defeat  the  laws  in  Utah,  Idaho  and  Ari¬ 
zona,  thus  making  the  politics  of  the  people  subject  to 
the  direct  dictation  of  ecclesiastical  authority. 

The  instructions  contained  in  this  circular  have 
been  followed  in  the  main,  so  far  as  defenses  before  the 
courts  are  concerned.  These  instructions  and  other  and 
like  teachings  having  reached  those  intended  to  be 
reached  have  produced  a  feeling  more  intense  and  more 
united  than  ever.  The  press  which  represents  the 
church  party  intensified  their  imflammatory  denuncia¬ 
tions  of  the  courts,  and  indulged  in  coarse  and  unwar¬ 
ranted  denunciation  of  faithful  officers,  charged  with 
the  administration  of  public  justice,  abating  nothing 
even  after  their  actions  had  been  sustained  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  and  the  President.  Acts  of  disloyalty,  nasti¬ 
ness  and  violence  naturally  followed,  and  the  inflamed 
tone  of  the  press  which  defended  these  acts,  tended  to 
provoke  riot  and  bloodshed. 

In  the  absence  of  an  available  militia  to  support,  if 
necessary,  the  civil  authorities  in  preserving  the  peace, 
very  proper  and  prompt  orders  were  given  to,  and  dispo¬ 
sition  made,  of  the  troops  of  the  United  States  under 
General  McCook,  by  reason  of  which  dangerous  excite¬ 
ment  was  allayed. 

The  quiet  that  followed,  and  that  which  now  pro- 
vails,  furnishes  full  justification  for  this  action,  and  de¬ 
monstrates  the  wisdom  of  the  President  in  promptly 
acting  in  the  premises. 

QUESTIONS  REQUIRING  ANSWERS. 

The  financial  and  educational  interests,  and  the 
public  institutions  of  the  Territory,  are  imperilled,  and 
the  happiness  and  general  welfare  of  the  people  are  in¬ 
volved  in  these  matters  which  I  have  presented  for  your 
consideration.  In  the  interest  of  all  classes  and 
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of  the  people  of  every  religious  and  political  be¬ 
lief,  this  condition  of  affairs  should  be  quickly  ter¬ 
minated.  With  this  end  in  view,  I  respectfully  submit 
for  your  consideration,  with  an  earnest  request  for  an 
early  expression  of  legislative  opinion  upon  them,  four 
questions,  for  the  reason  that  much  of  important  legis¬ 
lation  may  be  dependent  upon  or  advanced  by  your  ex¬ 
pressed  will  upon  the  vital  issues  contained  in  them  : 

First— That  the  organization  of  any  part  of  the 
Territorial  Government  in  a  manner  other  than  that 
prescribed  by  Congress,  is  unlawful,  and  that  all  laws  of 
the  Territory,  conflicting  with  the  laws  of  Congress, 
should  be  repealed. 

Second — That  the  laws  of  Congress  are  paramount 
and  should  be  obeyed  by  all  citizens,  and  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  all  Territorial,  county  and  precinct  officers  and 
citizens  of  the  Territory,  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of 
all  laws,  including  those  directed  against  bigamy,  po¬ 
lygamy  and  unlawful  cohabitation. 

Third — That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  legislative  author¬ 
ity  of  the  Territory,  by  proper  and  supplementary  legis¬ 
lation,  to  aid  in  the  execution  of  all  laws,  including 
those  directed  against  bigamy,  polygamy  and  unlawful 
cohabitation.  If,  however,  you  deem  these  or  any  one 
of  them  to  by  wrong,  and  that  your  duty  to  yourselves 
and  those  you  represent  will  not  admit  of  your  approval 
of  them,  then  I  submit  that  it  is  a  duty  you  owe  to  your¬ 
selves  and  to  the  country,  to  resolve  that  you  are  of 
opinion  that  the  questions  submitted  by  the  Governor 
do  not  have  your  approval  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Questions  No.  1,  2  and  3,  agreed  to,  and  laws  passed 
by  you  embodying  these  requirements  of  the  country, 
will  quickly  terminate  Congressional  action,  and  relegate 
to  the  people  here  authority  in  matters  now  withheld 
from  them. 

If,  in  your  wisdom,  you  should  see  proper  to  adopt 
the  fourth  question  suggested,  or  one  of  like  import,  I 
recommend  that  you  frankly  and  fully  give  your  reasons, 
in  order  that  Congress  may  consider  them,  and  if  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  rightfulness  of  the  claim,  promptly  repeal 
all  legislation  conflicting  with  those  views,  or  if  disagree¬ 
ing  with  your  views,  may  supply  the  legislation  rejected 
by  you. 
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UNLAWLUL  GOVERNMENT. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws, 
inconsistent  with  Section  seven  (7)  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
establishing  the  Territory  of  Utah.  All  Territorial  officers 
created  by  Territorial  statutes  are  holding  on  by  virtue 
of  unauthorized  and  unlawful  elections,  some  of  them 
held  years  ago,  and  contrary  to  the  law  of  Congress,  an 
adjudication  of  the  Supreme. Court  of  the  Territory,  the 
decision  of  the  Utah  Commission,  and  the  late  decision 
of  Hon.  A.  H.  Garland,  Attorney-General  of  the  United 
States,  which  is  as  follows  :

Washington,  D.  C.,  June  5,  1885.  ) 

Sir.— At  the  instance  of  the  Utah  Commission,  the  honorable  (H.  L. 
MuMrow,  Acting)  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  a  letter  dated  the  22d  ultimo, 
requested  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions  : 

Whether  certain  Territorial  officers  in  Utah,  namely,  Superintendent  of 
District  Schools,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Treasurer,  and  Commissioners 
to  Locate  University  Lands,  should  be  appointed  by 'the  Governor,  with  the 
assent  of  the  Legislative  Council  or  chosen  by  the  people  at  their  general 
election. 

For  convenience,  so  much  of  the  question  as  relates  to  the  Commission¬ 
ers  will  be  considered  separately,  as  the  appointment  or  election  of  those 
officers  appears  to  be  controlled  by  a  provision  not  applicable  to  the  other. 
Upon  examination  of  statutes  enacted  by  the  Territorial  Legislature,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  the  Superintendent,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  are  thereby  required 
to  be  elected  biennially  at  the  gener  a]  election  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
Territory.  (See  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  1876,  page  247  ;  Act  of  February  22, 
1878,  Chapter  11,  Laws  of  the  Twenty-third  Session,  page  27). 

The  Organic  Laws,  however,  (see  Section  7,  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
September  9,  1850,  Chapter  51),  declares  that  “the  Governor  shall  nominate, 
and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  appoint 
all  officers  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for.”  And  as  the  three  Territorial 
officers  last  mentioned  are  not  therein  “otherwise  provided  for,”  a  direct 
conflict  manifestly  exists  between  the  statutes  of  the.  Territorial  Legislature 
above  referred  to  and  the  Organic  Law. 

The  Organic  Lav/  of  a  Territory  takes  the  place  of  a  constitution  as  a 
fundamental  law  of  the  local  government.  It  is  obligatory  on  and  binds  the 
Territorial  authorities.  (National  Bank  vs.  County  of  Yankton,  101  United 
States, 29.)  Any  Act  off  the  Territorial  Legislature  inconsistent  therewith  must 
be  held  void.  (Ferris  vs.  Higley.  20,  Wall.  375.)  Congress  may,  undoubtedly, 
make  a  void  Act  of  the  Territorial  Legislature  valid  and  a  valid  Act  void.  (101 
U.  S.  supra,)  But  for  the  exercise  of  this  power  some  Legislative  Act  on  its 
part  having  thaUeffnct  would  be  necessary-  Certainly  nothing  can  be  implied 
in  favor  of  the  validity  of  a  Territorial  statute  which  conflicts  with  an  ex¬ 
press  provision  of  the  Organic  Law  of  the  Territory  from  the  mere  fact  that 
Congress  has  not  disapproved  it. 

It  follows  that  the  statutes  of  Utah,  in  so  far  as  they  require  the  Sup¬ 
erintendent  of  District  Schools,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Territory  to  be  elected,  being  contrary  to  the  Organic  Law  herein  be- 
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fore  mentioned,  are  a  nullity,  and  that  those  officers  should  be  appointed, 
in  conformity  to  that  provision. 

A  similar  conclusion  was  reached  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  Terri¬ 
tory  in  regard  to  the  Territorial  Marshal,  who,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  Territory,  was  required  to  be  elected  by  a  joint  vote  of  both  Houses 
thereof.  The  Court  held  the  Act  to  be  unconstitutional  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Organic  Law  above  adverted  to,  and  therefore  void.  (See  Ex  parte 
Duncan,  etc.,  1  Utah  Rep.,  81.) 

In  resard  to  the  Commissioners,  these  officers  are  by  the  Territorial 
statutes  required  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  qualified  voters  at  the  general 
election.  (Comp.  Laws  of  Utah,  1876,  p.  241.) 

By  the  third  Section  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  February  21, 1855,  Chapter 
117,  a  certain  quantity  of  land  was  reserved  for  the  establishment  of  a  uni¬ 
versity,  to  be  selected  under  the  direction  of  ‘the  Legislature,  etc.  The 
Legislature  of  the  Territory  provided  for  the  selection  of  this  land  by  creat¬ 
ing  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  consist  of  three  men,  elected  as  above, 
and  devolving  upon  such  Board  the  duty  of  selecting  the  land.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Territorial  Legislature,  by  virtue  of  said  Act,  was  invested 
with  full  power  over  the  selection  of  the  land,  including  the  establishment 
of  the  agency  by  which  such  selection  was  to  be  accomplished.  It  was  at 
liberty  to  devolve  the  duty  of  selecting  on  officers  already  created,  or  auth¬ 
orize  the  appointment  of  persons  for  that  purpose  by  such  officers  or  by  the 
Governor,  or  otherwise  provide  the  instrumentality  for  carrying  its  will 
upon  the  subject  into  effect. 

The  Commissioners  in  question  are  not,  therefore,  to  be  regarded  as 
within  the  operation  of  the  above-mentioned  provision  of  the  Organic  Law, 
and  their  election  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Territorial  statutes  is 
proper.

Conforming  my  action  with  this  opinion,  I  have 
yielded  the  right  claimed  by  the  Executive  to  appoint 
“The  Commissioners  to  Locate  University  Lands,”  and 
have  issued  commissions  to  the  persons  elected  to  these 
places.  Action  in  the  matter  of  appointing  other  Terri¬ 
torial  officers  was  delayed  until  now  in  the  hope  that  this 
Legislature  would,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General, 
correct  the,  I  fear,  worse  than  mistake  of  your  predeces¬ 
sors  in  over-riding  the  law  of  Congress,  and  thereby  con¬ 
tinuing  an  unlawful  Territorial  government  in  part. 

Original  appointments  in  these  departments  of  the 
Territorial  government  under  this  section  of  the  law 
were  very  properly  made  by  my  predecessor,  Governor 
Young,  and  his  authority  to  do  so  was  not  then  ques¬ 
tioned  by  the  Legislature.  Your  prompt  attention  to 
this  important  matter  is  asked  for  the  reason  that  very 
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important  business  and  educational  interests  are  in¬ 
volved,  and  it  is  questionable  if  the  bonds  heretofore 
given  by  these  de  facto  officials  would  protect  the  public 
in  case  of  unlawful  expenditures,  defalcations  or  mal¬ 
feasance  in  office. 


MARRIAGE  LAWS. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  marriage 
law,  which  I  am  advised,  is  embodied  in  a  bill  now  pend¬ 
ing  before  Congress  and  applicable  to  Utah  : 

That  every  ceremony  of  marriage,  or  in  the  nature  of  a  marriage  cere¬ 
mony  of  any  kind  in  Utah  Territory,  whether  either  or  both  or  more  of  the 
parties  to  such  ceremony  be  lawfully  competent  to  be  the  subjects  of  such 
marriage  or  ceremony  or  not,  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  a  certificate 
stating  the  fact  and  nature  of  such  ceremony,  the  full  names  of  each  of  the 
parties  concerned,  and  the  full  name  of  every  officer,  priest  and  person,  by 
whatever  style  or  designation  called  or  known,  in  any  way  taking  part  in 
the  performance  of  such  ceremony,  which  certificate  shall  be  drawn  up 
and  signed  by  the  parties  to  such  ceremony,  and  by  every  officer,  priest  and 
person  taking  part  in  the  performance  of  such  ceremony,  and  shall  be  by 
the  officer,  priest,  or  other  person  solemnizing  such  marriage  or  ceremony, 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  probate  court,  or,  if  there  be  none,  in  the  office  of 
the  court  having  probate  powers  in  the  county  or  district  in  which  such 
ceremony  shall  take  place,  for  record,  and  shall  be  immediately  recorded. 
Such  certificates  shall  he prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  required  by  this 
act  to  be  stated  therein,  in  any  proceeding,  civil  or  criminal,  in  which  the 
matter  shall  be  drawn  in  question.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  longer  than  two  years,  or  by  both 
said  punishments  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

That  every  certificate,  record  and  entry  of  any  kind  concerning  any 
ceremony  of  marriage,  or  in  the  nature  of  a  marriage  ceremony  of  any 
kind,  made  or  kept  by  any  officer,  clergyman,  priest  or  person,  performing 
civil  or  ecclesiastical  functions,  whether  lawful  or  not,  in  the  Territory  of 
Utah,  and  any  record  thereof,  in  any  office  or  place,  shall  be  subject 
to  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times,  by  any  judge,  magistrate  or  officer 
of  justice  appointed  under  the  authority  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and 
shall,  on  request,  be  produced  and  shown  to  such  judge,  magistrate,  or  offi¬ 
cer,  by  any  person  in  whose  possession  or  control  the  same  may  be.  Every 
person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  longer 
than  two  years,  or  by  both  said  punishments,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  United  States  commissioner,  justice,  judge 
or  court,  before  whom  any  proceedings  shall  be  pending  in  which  such 
certificate,  record,  or  entry  may  be  material,  by  proper  warrant,  to  cause 
such  certificate,  record  or  entry,  and  the  book,  document  or  paper,  con¬ 
taining  the  same,  to  be  taken  and  brought  before  him  or  it  for  the  purposes 
of  such  proceeding. 

That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  prevent  the  proof  of  marri¬ 
ages,  whether  lawful  or  unlawful,  by  any  evidence  now  legally  admissible 
for  that  purpose. 
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DOWER. 

I  repeat  my  recommendations  to  former  Legislatures 
relative  to  the  right  of  dower.  Justice  demands  this 
right  for  wives,  and  every  enlightened  argument  favors 
it.  In  no  State  or  Territory  is  it  denied,  except  where 
something  better  is  given.  To  bestow  the  right  of  suf¬ 
frage  and  to  deny  the  right  of  dower  or  its  equivalent,  is 
an  anomaly.  The  present  law  is  a  sham. 

PUBLIC  OFFENSES. 

I  recommend  the  enactment  of  laws  against  poly¬ 
gamy.  bigamy  and  unlawful  cohabitation,  commensurate 
with  the  law  of  Congress,  as  interpreted  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  and  against  incest,  seduction, 
bastardy,  adultery  and  fornication,  and  a  more  compre¬ 
hensive  statute  against  lewd  and  lascivious  conduct,  and 
the  strictest  statutes  against  those  who  entice  or  allure 
women  to  be  victims  of  unlawful  sexual  intercourse,  or 
to  visit  houses  of  prostitution.  The  establishment  or 
keeping  of  houses  of  assignation  and .  prostitution  and 
conspiracies  to  establish  or  keep  such  houses,  with  a  view 
of  entrapping  men  or  women  into  them  for  the  purpose 
of  witnessing  or  exposing  their  lewdness  to,  or  gratify¬ 
ing  the  bestiality  of,  persons  in  concealment,  should  be 
made  a  felony. 


MILITIA. 

Every  well-ordered  Government  should  have  a  mili¬ 
tary  force  to  support,  in  case  of  necessity,  the  civil  au¬ 
thorities  in  executing  the  laws,  in  preventing  riot  and 
bloodshed,  and  to  preserve  the  lives  and  property  of  the 
people. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  law  establishing  the 
“Uauvoo  Legion.”  The  theory  upon  which  this  law  is 
constructed  is  wrong,  and  organized  to  be  independent 
of  the  Executive  who,  under  the  Organic  Act,  is  the  com¬ 
mander-in-chief,  and  it  is  faulty  throughout.  Utah 
should  have  a  legally  organized  and  well-ordered  militia, 
under  the  authority  of  a  statute  carefully  prepared  in  its 
details. 
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DEBT  TO  THE  GOVERNMENT. 

I  am  informed  that  there  is  charged  on  the  books  of 
the  Treasury  a  large  amount  against  the  Territory  on 
account  of  expenses  of  enforcing  local  criminal  statutes 
and  keeping  prisoners,  etc,  I  have  requested  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  state  the  account,  and  to  advise  me  of  its 
wishes  in  reference  to  it.  We  should  take  steps  to  have 
the  amount  wiped  out  if  proper,  or  make  provisions  for 
its  payment.  Upon  being  advised  I  shall  further  com¬ 
municate  with  you  on  this  subject. 

HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

I  repeat  my  former  recommendations  and  urge  the 
necessity  of  a  House  of  Correction  for  juvenile  offenders, 
and  the  establishment  of  an  Orphan  Asylum. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

In  my  message  of  two  years  since  I  said  that  the  present 
apportionment  of  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
is  defective,  in  that  the  districts  are,  in  many  instances, 
so  constructed  that  several  members  are  chosen  on  a 
common  ticket,  instead  of  giving  each  locality — having 
the  necessary  population — the  right  to  choose  its  own 
members.  I  recommend  that  the  districts  be  so  con¬ 
stituted  that  each  shall  have  a  voice  without  being  over¬ 
borne  by  a  larger  neighbor,  which  may  be  combined  with 
it  as  now.  This  is  true  apportionment ;  the  other  is 
consolidation.  The  same  applies  to  the  manner  of  choos¬ 
ing  municipal  officers.  Each  precinct  should  have  its 
own  representative,  elected  by  a  majority  of  its  citizens, 
instead  of  electing  all,  as  now,  on  a  common  ticket.  This 
defective  system  still  exists,  and  I  recommend  that  the 
defects  pointed  out  be  remedied.  A  bill  of  the  last  Leg¬ 
islature,  upon  this  subject,  reached  me  in  the  last  hours 
of  the  session.  In  the  mass  of  legislation  already  before 
me,  it  was  a  physical  impossibility  to  give  it  a  considera¬ 
tion. 

REGISTRATION  AND  ELECTIONS. 

The  last  Legislature  signally  failed  to  meet  the  re 
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quirements  of  Congress  on  this  subject.  To  this  subject 
I  ask  your  careful  attention.  By  passing  a  law  in  har¬ 
mony  with  that  of  Congress,  the  conduct  of  elections  by 
the  Commissioners,  as  at  present,  will  be  at  an  end,  and 
the  duties  now  devolved  upon  that  Board  will  be  re¬ 
stored  to  persons  named  under  Territorial  statute.  A 
Territorial  Election  Board,  under  the  provision  of  Sec¬ 
tion  7  of  the  Organic  Act,  should  be  established. 

TAXATION. 

The  present  laws  governing  the  assessment  of  pro¬ 
perty  and  collection  of  taxes  are  subjects  of  much  com¬ 
plaint.  There  should  be  a  Territorial  Board  of 
Equalization  organized  in  accordance  with  Section  7  of 
the  Organic  Act,  to  equalize  assessments  throughout  the 
Territory  and  to  which  appeals  may  be  made  from  the 
decision  of  County  and  Municipal  Boards.  Laws  requir¬ 
ing  absolute  equality  in  the  assessment  of  every  species 
of  property  should  be  passed  for  their  guidance,  with  the 
necessary  power  to  enforce  the  collection  of  all  delinquent 
taxes. 


TERRITORIAL  BOARD. 

With  a  view  of  economy  and  efficiency,  the  registra¬ 
tion  of  voters  and  conduct  of  elections,  and  the  duties  of 
equalization  of  assessments,  may  be  and  should  be  de¬ 
volved  upon  the  one  board,  formed  as  suggested  in  my 
recommendations  on  those  subjects. 

REPORTS. 

The  reports  of  all  Territorial  officers  should  be  made 
to  the  Executive  for  his  information,  and  by  him  laid 
before  the  Legislature,  and  the  Executive  should  be  au¬ 
thorized  and  required  from  time  to  time  to  inspect  all 
public  offices  and  institutions. 

JUROR  AND  WITNESS  FEES. 

The  appropriations  for  the  payment  of  jurors  and 
witnesses,  properly  payable  by  the  Territory,  have  proved 
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insufficient,  and  has  resulted  in  distress  to  many  who 
were  required  to  attend  the  courts,  and  altogether  is  not 
creditable  to  the  Territory.  This  should  be  speedily 
remedied  and  provision  made  against  a  like  occurrence 
in  the  future.  Outstanding  certificates  must  he  promptly 
paid. 

LIVE  STOCK. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  very  difficult  task  and 
necessity  of  framing  a  statute  which,  recognizing  the 
agricultural  interest  of  the  Territory  as  the  primary  one 
to  be  considered,  will  serve  the  requirements  of  the  ap¬ 
parently  conflicting  interests  of  the  cattle  and  sheep 
raisers  of  the  Territory.  The  streams  of  water  which 
supply  the  towns  and  settlements  throughout  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  should  be  kept  from  being  befouled,  by  a  law 
which  will  guard  the  rights  of  all  parties.  Full  measures 
of  protection  against  the  importation  of  cattle  with  in¬ 
fectious  diseases,  and  prescribing  methods  of  dealing  with 
any  such  in  the  Territory,  should  he  provided.  A  Ter¬ 
ritorial  Veterinary  Surgeon  should  be  employed  or  ap¬ 
pointed. 

GAME. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  lack  of  proper 
provisions  in  our  laws  for  the  protection  of  deer,  moun¬ 
tain  sheep,  elk  and  other  game.  I  ask  your  considera¬ 
tion  to  this  subject  and  to  suggestions  which  I  am  in¬ 
formed  will  be  brought  before  you. 

DEAF  MUTES. 

The  education  of  the  deaf  ^nutes  under  the  charge 
of  Prof.  White  and  his  estimable  wife,  is  a  source  of 
gratification  to  all.  Enlarged  facilities  and  a  liberal  ap¬ 
propriation  should  be  made  for  this  purpose  and  for  the 
education  of  the  blind. 

DESERET  UNIVERSITY. 

I  greatly  regret  that  the  last  Legislature  permitted 
this  institution  to  go  without  the  full  appropriation 
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rather  than  conform  their  legislation  in  reference  to  it 
to  the  law  of  Congress,  or  even  to.  submit  the  questions 
involved  to  a  decision  of  the  courts,  both  of  which  points 
the  Executive  urged  in  order  to  save  to  the  Territory  the 
benefits  that  would  result  in  preserving  this  institution. 

INSANE  ASYLUM. 

This  institution  is  a  credit  to  the  Territory.  The 
completion  of  the  wing  of  the  building  contemplated  by 
the  last  Legislature  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  in¬ 
sane  in  part  from  the  Territory  are  enjoying  the  benefits 
of  this  humane  public  undertaking.  1  commend  it  to 
your  liberal  and  fostering  care. 

A  report  of  its  present  wants  and  requirements  for 
the  future  I  am  informed  will  be  laid  before  you. 

TREE  CULTURE. 

I  recommend  that  an  incentive  be  offered  which  will 
induce  the  people  throughout  the  Territory  to  plant  trees 
and  to  care  for  them  from  year  to  year.  1  earnestly 
trust  this  matter  may  receive  your  favorable  considera¬ 
tion. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND  STATISTICS. 

The  public  library  should  no.  longer  be  left  in  its 
present  unsatisfactory  condition.  It  is  not  available  for 
the  purpose  intended  by  Congress  in  the  appropriation 
by  which  it  was  founded.  A  legal  custodian  should  be 
named  to  take  charge  of  it.  The  extended  interests  of 
agriculture,  mining  and  manufactures  demand  a  bureau 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  desired  information,  and  for 
publishing  from  time  to  time  trustworthy  statements  of 
our  resources  and  products,  and  other  important  matter. 
The  librarian  may  be  charged  with  this  duty. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Every  available  means  for  the  advancement  and 
support  of  the  public  school  system  should  be  adopted. 
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The  present  plan  of  appointing  teachers  has  proved  in¬ 
adequate  to  supply  the  schools  with  any  thing  like  a 
competent  corps.  It  is  unfortunate  that  any  public 
school  should  be  maintained  in  part  by  tuition  fees,  and 
all  should  be  absolutely  free  from  any  thing  like  sectarian 
influence  and  control.  The  collections  of  taxes  for 
school  purposes,  by  collectors  for  that-  especial  purpose, 
entails  an  unnecessary  expense.  The  regular  tax  col¬ 
lectors  should  be  required  to  perform  this  duty, 

TOWNS. 

A  number  of  the  towns  throughout  the  Territory 
applied  to  the  last  Legislature,  and  that  body  reduced 
the  area  of  their  corporate  limits.  This  I  regard  as  a 
wise  step,  and  with  benefit  may  be  taken  by  others.  In¬ 
expensive  town  governments  can  very  properly  take  the 
place  of  more  extended  forms  of  municipal  government 
in  a  number  of  cases,  which  now  have  organizations  re¬ 
quired  only  by  large  cities. 


WATER. 


The  longer  the  Legislature  defers  the  inauguration 
of  a  more  extended,  uniform  and  scientific  system  of 
irrigation,  the  more  hurtful  the  delay  becomes  to  the 
growth  and  productiveness  of  the  Territory.  A  system 
which,  while  preserving  the  vested  rights  of  the  people 
in  their  water  supply,  will,  at  the  same  time,  supply  a 
greater  area  of  equally  good  land,  must  prove  beneficial 
to  those  already  possessed  of  and  those  desirous  of  ob¬ 
taining  homes.  Quite  a  number  of  artesian  wells  have 
been  driven  during  the  past  year  with  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults.  ^  This  enterprise  upon  the  part  of  individuals  should 
be  encouraged. 


PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

The  General  Government  should  purchase  grounds 
and  erect  a  building  or  buildings  necessary  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  public  service.  With  this  end  in  view,  1 
propose,  and  should  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  you. 
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in  bringing  this  matter  before  the  present  Congress.  An 
earnest  endeavor  to  secure  this,  and  which  T  am  of  the 
opinion  can  be  successfully  done,  should  be  put  forward. 
A  formal  memorial  by  the  Governor  and  the  Legislative 
Assembly  should  be  supplemented  by  the  active  and  joint 
efforts  of  those  interested  in  this  matter  of  general  in¬ 
terest. 


REWARDS. 

Observation  has  shown  that  the  ordinary  means  at 
the  disposal  of  the.sheriffs  and  other  officers  throughout 
the  Territory  are  sometimes  insufficient  to  apprehend 
criminals,  the  arrest  of  whom  the  well-being  of  different 
localities  and  the  demands  of  justice  require.  The  Gov¬ 
ernor,  under  prudent  restrictions,  should  be  authorized 
to  offer  rewards,  when  in  his  judgment  the  occasion  re¬ 
quires  such  aid. 

AUDITOR  AND  TREASURER. 

The  reports  of  the  Auditor,  de  facto ,  and  Treasurer, 
de  facto ,  made  to  the  Governor,  I  lay  before  you. 

DEFERRED  LEGISLATION. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  important  measures  should 
not  be  deferred  until  the  last  hours  of  the  session,  for 
the  reason  that  the  Governor  is  denied  thereby  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  giving  to  them  that  intelligent  considera¬ 
tion  they  deserve,  and  without  which  his  approval  must 
be  withheld. 


DUTY  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

I  have  asked  your  attention  to  quite  a  number  of 
matters,  but  until  those  of  primary  importance,  and  which 
of  necessity  must  be  disposed  of  by  you  in  conformity 
with  the  laws  of  Congress,  are  disposed  of,  it  may  not  be 
expected  or  hoped  for,  that  matters  dependent  upon  them 
can  be  favorably  considered  by  the  Executive. 

Utah’s  productiveness. 

Utah  is  now  largely  furnishing  the  markets  of  sur- 
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rounding  States  and  Territories  with  her  agricultural 
products,  and  in  the  year  1885  sent  forth  to  the  world 
over  ten  millions  of  dollars  in  gold  and  silver  and  other 
metals.  From  year  to  year  additional  resources  are 
developed.  The  near  future  will  present  enlarged  indus¬ 
tries  and  prosperity.  I  trust  our  labors  will  meet  the 
demands  of  the  present  and .  wisely  anticipate  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  future.  I  invoke  the  sympathy  of  all 
good  citizens,  without  distinction  of  creed  or  party,  for 
the  General  .Assembly  and  officers  of  the  Territory.  Un¬ 
wise  legislation  and  inefficient  administration  will  be 
avoided,  and  we,  as  servants  of  the  people,  fortified  in 
strength  and  wisdom  by  their  aid  and  sympathy.

The  foregoing  does  not  include  amounts  due  the  Territory  on  account 
ixes  assessed  prior  to  the  year  1881,  as  they  are  considered  uncolleetable, 
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and  not  available  as  assets.  All  but  $2,912.34  of  the  amount  above  stated  to 
be  due,  is  owing  on  account  of  the  year  1885,  and  the  statute  gives  the  col¬ 
lectors  until  the  31st  day  of  January,  1886,  to  make  full  payment  into  the 
Territorial  Treasury. 

The  appropriation  of  $40,000  of  March  13,  1884,  for  the  payment  of 
jurors  and  witnesses  in  the  District  Courts  of  the  Territory  for  the  years 
1884-5  was  apportioned  on  the  same  basis  as  that  of  the  appropriation  made 
for  the  same  purpose  two  years  prior,  which  proved  to  have  been  just  and 
equitable,  according  to  the  proportionate  deficiency  reported  to  your  Ex¬ 
cellency  two  years  ago.  The  apportionment  for  1884-5,  however,  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  as  satisfactory  as  the  amounts  apportioned  to  the  First 
and  Third  districts,  were  exhausted  in  June  last,  while  that  of  the  Second 
lasted  until  the  31st  of  December,  1885,  leaving  a  very  small  amount  of 
certificates  outstanding.  This  is  accounted  for  in  part  from  the  fact  that 
the  judge  of  the  Second  Judicial  District  holds  that  the  jurors  being  sum¬ 
moned  under  the  Federal  law,  their  mileage  should  be  charged  to  the  United 
States  and  not  to  the  Territory.  I  think  this  is  not  the  practice  in  the 
.other  districts. 

The  amount  of  Second  District  Court  certificates  remaining  unpaid  is 
$808.30,  and  of  the  Third  District,  $8,795.68.  The  Clerk  of  the  First  District 
having  failed  to  furnish  me  with  the  abstracts  showing  the  expenses  for 
the  year  1885  in  his  district,  I  am  unable  to  give  the  amount  of  unpaid  cer¬ 
tificates,  but  would  estimate  that  the  amount  outstanding  for  the  three 
districts  for  the  years  1884-5  will  not  be  less  than  $15,000,  "making  a  total 
expense  for  the  two  years  of  $55,000.

Sir  —  I  herewith  return  C.  F.  No.  15,  without  my 
approval. 
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Counties  are  clearly  creatures  of  Legislative  will, 
and  their  boundaries  may  not  be  established  by  the 
County  Courts  of  any  one  or  more  counties,  or  in  any 
other  way  than  that  prescribed  by  the  Legislature.  This 
bill  permits  two  County  Courts  to  assemble  and  to 
change  a  law  of  the  Legislature  in  fixing  the  boundary. 
In  event  of  their  failure  to  agree,  these  courts  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  delegate  to  commissioners  the  authority  to 
determine  and  establish  the  line  designated  by  law. 
The  requirement,  “designated  by  law,”  which  governs 
the  commission,  is  lacking  in  the  power  granted  to  the 
courts. 

It  occurs  to  me  the  number  of  commissioners  should 
be  designated,  otherwise  the  services  of  a  whole  neigh¬ 
borhood  may  be  required.

Mr.  Speaker: — Your  Special  Joint  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  several  veto  messages  of  His 
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Excellency  the  Governor,  with  instructions  to  consider 
the  same  and  report  thereupon,  by  resolution  or  other¬ 
wise,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  resolutions 
upon  His  Excellency’s  veto  of  the  resolutions  on  com¬ 
pilation.

Resolutions. 

Whereas,  His  Excellency,  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray, 
vetoed  the  bill  passed  by  this  Assembly  providing  for 
the  compilation  of  the  laws  of  Utah  Territory,  and  in 
his  veto  message  made  use  of  the  following  language, 
to-wit:  “But  there  are  other  and  far  more  potential 
reasons  why  this  resolution,  or  any  other  of  like  char¬ 
acter,  should  not  become  law,  viz:  First,  the  handling 
of  so  large  a  sum  of  money  should  be  done  by  legal 
officers,  under  valid  bonds.  This  is  not  possible  until 
the  appointment  and  confirmation  of  an  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  in  conformity  with  the  law  of  Congress.  The 
present  de  facto  Auditor  and  Treasurer  are  holding  over 
long  after  the  expiration  of  the  terms  prescribed  by  an 
illegal  statute  and  by  an  election  void  in  itself,  and  the 
bonds  under  which  they  serve,  if  ever  they  were  legal, 
are  so  no  longer.  Second,  a  number  of  statutes  enacted 
by  Legislatures  of  the  past,  stand  among  the  laws  of 
Utah  to-day,  which  are  in  direct  conflict  with  the  laws 
of  Congress,  which  are  supreme.  These  laws,  when 
analyzed  in  their  very  bones,  and  in  the  lineaments  of 
their  every  feature,  are  shown  to  be  acts  of  nullification 
of  the  laws  of  the  land,  which  you  and  I  have  sworn  to 
maintain. 

“Under  these  laws  the  Executive  authority  of  the 
Territory,  and  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  have  for  years  been  persistently  ignored 
and  set  at  defiance.  This  resolution  proposes  to  re¬ 
publish  these  laws,  in  a  compilation  which  will  further 
mislead  the  people  of  this  Territory,  and  lam  asked  to 
approve  them,  and  sign  a  draft  for  $10,000  of  public 
funds,  drawn  from  the  pockets  of  all  classes  of  people, 
to  further  perpetuate  this  travesty  on  government  in 
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the  Territory,  and  this  grievous  wrong  upon  the  laws  of 
Congress!”  and 

Whereas,  Section  4  of  the  Organic  Act,  establishing 
a  Territorial  government  for  Utah,  provides  that  “the 
legislative  power  and  authority  of  said  Territory  shall 
be  vested  in  the  Governor  and  a  Legislative  Assembly;” 
and 

Whereas,  Section  2  of  said  Act  provides  that  “the 
Governor  *  *  *  shall  approve  all  laws 

passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  before  they  shall 
take  effect,”  thus  conferring  upon  him  the  absolute 
veto,  and  making  his  will  or  silence,  as  the  case  may  be, 
to  outweigh  the  unanimous  vote  of  both  houses  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly;  and 

Whereas,  Section  6  of  said  Act  provides  that  “all 
the  laws  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  Gov¬ 
ernor  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  if  disproved  shall  be  null  and  of  no  effect;  ” 
and 

Whereas,  All  the  laws  now  in  force  in  this  Terri¬ 
tory  have  been  so  passed  by  the  said  Legislative  As¬ 
sembly,  been  so  approved  by  the  Governor,  and  have 
been  so  forwarded  to  Congress  and  have  not  been  dis¬ 
approved;  and 

Whereas,  Under  our  political  system,  the  right  to 
pass  upon  the  constitutionality  of  any  law  of  this  Terri¬ 
tory  is  vested  in  the  Judicial  and  not  in  the  Executive 
authority;  and 

Whereas,  The  officers  to  whom  His  Excellency 
refers  in  his  said  veto  message  as  “  holding  over  unlaw¬ 
fully  and  long  after  the  expiration  of  their  terms  under 
an  illegal  statute,  and  by  an  election  void  in  itself,” 
were  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and  duly  commissioned 
by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  law  passed  as  prescribed  in  the  Organic 
Act,  by  a  Legislature  selected  as  therein  provided  for, 
and  said  law  was  duly  approved  by  the  Governor,  and 
was  not  disapproved  by  Congress,  and  has  not  been 
declared  invalid  by  a  competent  court;  said  law  was 
not,  therefore,  void,  said  election  was  not  illegal;  nor 
did,  nor  do,  said  officers  unlawfully  hold  over.  There¬ 
fore,  be  it 
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Resolved ,  By  the  Council  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah,  that  the  refusal  of  His  Excellency  to  sign  bills 
because  of  his  opinion  concerning  the  official  status  of 
the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  is  only  a  pretext  instead  of  a 
reason;  that  he  has  made  of  the  absolute  veto  power 
vested  in  him  an  engine  of  oppression,  partisanship  and 
malice;  that  in  giving  official  utterance  to  the  sentiment 
that  the  regularly  enacted  and  approved  laws  of  Utah 
are  acts  of  nullification,  Eli  IT.  Murray  openly  and  wil¬ 
fully  insults  the  patriotism  of  the  various  Legislative 
Assemblies  of  this  Territory,  by  whom  these  laws  were 
passed;  that  he  openly,  defiantly,  and  for  revolutionary 
purposes,  insults  the  patriotism  of  the  good  people  of 
this  Territory,  by  whom  said  Legislative  Assemblies 
were  elected,  and  whose  representatives  we  are;  and, 
lastly,  that  he  wilfully  and  deliberately  insults  the  in¬ 
telligence,  patriotism  and  devotion  to  duty  of  his 
predecessors  in  office,  who,,  while  possessing  the  abso¬ 
lute  veto,  and  being  equal  in  authority  to  him,  the  said 
Eli  H.  Murray,  and  equally  responsible  with  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly,  have  given  their  official  and  final 
approval  to  said  laws.  And  be  it 

Further  Resolved ,  That  the  said  statements  of  the 
said  Governor  of  Utah  Territory,  “when  analyzed  in 
their  very  bones,  and  in  the  lineaments  of  their  every 
feature,”  are  found  to  be  wilfull,  studied  and  deliber¬ 
ate'  misrepresentations,  fabricated  for  the  purpose  of 
arousing  Congress  and  the  people  of  the  United  States 
to  a  bitter  and  unrelenting  hostility  to  the  people  of 
this  Territory,  and  of  promoting  thereby  such  hostile 
legislation  as  would  ultimately  destroy  every  vestige  of 
liberty  and  republican  government  in  the  Territory  of 
Utah;  that  the  unhallowed  purpose  which  he  seeks  by 
such  statements  as  these  to  promote,  his  public  utter¬ 
ances  and  career  in  this  Territory  have  clearly  demon¬ 
strated  to  be  his  chief  aim  and  desire  ever  since  his 
appointment  to  the  executive  chair,  and  that  his  present 
attitude  in  withholding  his  signature  to  needed  laws, 
and  thereby  obstructing  the  demands  of  legislation,  • 
with  nothing  but  railing  accusations  instead  of  sound 
reasons  for  his  executive  disapproval,  places  him  in  the 
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position  of  an  obstructionist,  a  nullifier,  and  an  arrogant 
and  defiant  opponent  of  the  legal  and  constitutional 
demands  of  a  liberty-loving,  loyal,  and  much-abused 
people,  whose  best  interests  it  should  be  his  highest  aim 
to  promote,  and  whose  constitutional  rights  he  has 
sworn  to  maintain.  And  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  both  houses  of  this  Assembly. 

Resolutions  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Speaker: — Your  Special  Joint  Committee,  ap¬ 
pointed  to  consider  the  veto  messages  of  His  Excellency, 
Eli  H.  Murray,  upon  the  measures  known  as  the  bail 
bills,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  do  not  recommend  any  apology  for  such  an 
unusual  proceeding.  The  startling  and  autocratic  con¬ 
duct  of  the  Governor  in  annihilating  the  long  and  con¬ 
scientious  labors  performed  by  the  chosen  representa¬ 
tives  of  an  entire  commonwealth,  justifies  and  demands 
from  us  a  reply. 

The  first  bail  bill  which  passed  this  Legislature  was 
as  follows: 

“  That  Section  B88  of  ‘An  Act  regulating  the  mode 
of  procedure  in  criminal  cases/  approved  February  22, 
1878,  be  repealed,  and  the  following  be  substituted  in  lieu 
thereof:  4  Section  388. — After  conviction  of  an  offense 
not  punishable  by  death,  a  defendant  shall,  upon  appli¬ 
cation  therefor,  be  admitted  to  bail  as  a  matter  of 
right.’  ” 

In  response  to  this  measure,  Governor  Murray  for¬ 
warded  to  the  House  the  following  veto  message:

“Hon.  W.  W.  Biter ,  Speaker  House  of  Representatives : 

44  Sir  —  Section  388  of  4An  Act  regulating  the  mode 
of  procedure  in  criminal  cases/  provides  as  follows: 

24 
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‘After  conviction  of  an  offense  not  punishable  by  death, 
a  defendant  who  has  appealed  may  be  admitted  to  hail; 
first,  as  a  matter  of  right,  when  the  appeal  is  from  a 
judgment  imposing  a  fine  only;  second,  as  a  matter  of 
discretion  in  all  other  cases.’  The  hill  now  in  my  hands 
(H.  F.  No.  8)  for  approval,  provides  as  follows:  ‘That 
Section  888  of  an  Act  regulating  the  mode  of  procedure 
in  criminal  cases,  approved  February  22,  1878,  he  re¬ 
pealed,  and  the  following  he  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: 
‘  Section  888.— After  conviction  of  an  offense  not  punish¬ 
able  by  death,  a  defendant  shall,  upon  application 
therefor,  be  admitted  to  bail  as  a  matter  of  right.’  With 
few  exceptions,  the  rule  for  the  admission  of  ‘  defendant 
to  hail  after  conviction,’  leaves  the  question  to  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  court,  but  should  be  allowed  upon  a 
proper  showing  of  the  court,  when  it  may  be  done.  It 
would  he  detrimental  to  the  administration  of  public 
justice,  and  should  be  given  as  a  matter  of  right  by  an 
arbitrary  statute  in  cases  only  in  which  the  peace  and 
welfare  of  society  may  not  be  endangered.  Under  the 
bill  before  me,  a  defendant  convicted  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  or  guilty  of  rape  and  other  infamous 
crimes,  may  prosecute  an  appeal,  and  on  application 
therefor,  be  admitted  to  bail  as  a  matter  of  right,  and 
by  operation  of  law,  at  once  be  turned  loose  upon  the 
society  it  has  wronged.  Under  the  practice  governing 
appeals,  the  courts  will  be  left  powerless  to  control  or 
correct  this  outrage  upon  the  public.  The  present  law 
has  been  fully  sustained,  and  the  rights  of  a  defendant, 
under  its  provisions,  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  in  the  late  case  of  the  United 
States  vs.  Rudger  Clawson.  The  courts  have  wisely 
exercised  the  discretion  imposed  upon  them  ip  granting 
and  denying  bail,  as  the  merits  of  the  case  suggested, 
and  the  practice  has  uniformly  proved  beneficial  in 
executing  the  law.  In  my  opinion,  by  depriving  the 
courts  of  this  discretion  in  this  very  important  feature 
in  criminal  procedure,  and  which  the  bill  before  me 
does,  we  place  in  the  hands  of  those  who  seek  to  defeat 
the  execution  of  the  laws,  the  power  of  trifling  with 
justice,  and  to  delay  and  defeat  the  punishment  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law  against  those  who  stand  convicted  of 
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public  offenses.  For  these  and  other  reasons  which 
present  themselves,  I  return  the  bill  to  the  House  to 
which  it  originated,  without  my ‘approval.

Avoiding  the  only  specific  or  well-founded  objection 
raised  by  His  Excellency  to  the  former  bill,  a  second 
bill  was  passed  as  follows: 

“  After  conviction  of  an  offense  a  defendant  who 
has  appealed  shall,  upon  application  therefor,  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  bail  pending  said  appeal  as  a  matter  of  right 
where  the  offense  charged  is  not  murder,  rape  or  other 
infamous  crime  punishable  with  more  than  five  years 
in  the  penitentiary,  and  in  these  cases  he  may  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  bail  as  a  matter  of  discretion  when  the 
offense  charged  is  not  punishable  with  death.” 

To  this  measure  the  Governor  again  responded  with 
a  veto,  in  the  following  words  : 

“  Territory  of  Utah, 

“  Executive  Office, 

“  Salt  Lake  City,  February  9,  1886. 

“  To  Hon.  W.  W.  Riter ,  Speaker  Rouse: 

“  Sir. — The  present  law  governing  bail  was  taken 
from  the  California  Code,  from  which  much  of  our  law 
is  copied.  The  practice  which  the  bill  before  me  pro¬ 
poses  to  change  continues  in  California,  in  New  York, 
and  as  a  rule  throughout  the  United  States. 

“The  practical  results,  should  this  bill  become  a 
law  at  this  time,  will  be  to  supplement  and  aid  the 
purposes  of  those  who  for  years  have  been  and  are  now 
combined  to  defeat  the  execution  of  laws  of  the 
United  States. 

“The  defense  fund,  to  which  I  have  heretofore 
asked  your  attention,  has  been  applied  for  this  purpose, 
not  only  in  Utah,  but  in  our  neighboring  Territories  of 
Idaho  and  Arizona  in  the  vain  hope  of  successfully  de¬ 
fending  the  system  of  polygamy. 

“The  fact  that  the  dockets  and  the  time  of  the

courts  are  taken  up  in  cases  growing  out  of  polygamy, 
and  that  every  technicality  known  to  the  law  has  been 
resorted  to  in  order  to  delay  and  defeat  the  execution 
of  laws  denouncing  the  system,  imperatively  demands 
of  the  Executive  to  retain  every  statute  which  is  just 
or  applicable  that  guards  the  administration  of  justice. 

“The  section  sought  to  be  changed  is  applicable 
and  just,  because  it  has  been  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  and  materially  aids  in  the 
punishment  of  public  offenders,  and  is  a  time-honored 
practice  under  the  common  law.  Under  the  bill  pro¬ 
posed,  the  rich  man,  or  the  man  shielded  by  powerful 
confederates,  after  conviction  will  go  at  large,  and  the 
poor  man  and  stranger  will  go  to  jail. 

“As  I  am  in  sympathy  with  the  Government  in  the 
endeavor,  and  am  charged  to  see  that  ‘the  laws  are 
faithfully  executed,’  I  must  again  withold  my  approval 
from  this  H.  F.  No.  BO,  or  any  like  measure  under  and 
through  which  both  National  and  Territorial  laws  will 
be  delayed  or  defeated  in  their  execution.”

Thus  in  the  exercise  of  his  absolute  and  unrelent¬ 
ing  sway,  the  Governor  has  made  it  impossible  for  this 
Legislature  to  provide  proper  and  needed  protection  for 
personal  liberty. 

In  the  two  veto  messages  upon  this  subject,  objec¬ 
tions  are  multiplied  without  number.  Many  of  the 
claims  advanced,  upon  their  faces  are  shown  to  lack 
material  essence.  They  are  too  trivial  for  consider¬ 
ation.  The  only  possible  objection  of  real  weight  was 
announced  in  the  first  message,  and  was  obviated  in  the 
second  bill.  The  Governor’s  assertion  that  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  had  fully  sustained  the  present 
law  and  completely  determined  the  rights  of  defend¬ 
ants  thereunder,  has  no  relevancy.  The  Supreme  Court 
did  not  say  that  simply  because  the  lower  courts  had 
exercised  the  discretion  granted  them  by  law,  therefore 
the  Legislature  had  lost  its  discretionary  power  to 
amend  or  enlarge  the  statute.  That  august  tribunal 
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left  to  us,  as  the  chosen  Legislators  for  a  free  people, 
the  right,  which  His  Excellency  has  persistently  with¬ 
held  from  us,  to  use  our  discretion  in  providing  changes 
in  existing  satutes  for  the  benefit  of  this  Territory. 
The  Governor’s  messages  indicates  the  theory  that  in 
matters  relating  to  the  rights  of  person,  the  judges 
alone  have  the  authority  to  use  discretion.  He  seeks  to 
make  a  point  against  this  measure,  because  it  would 
permit  the  rich  man  or  the  person  possessing  many 
friends  to  go  about  his  business  under  bonds,  while  the 
destitute  and  friendless  would  be  cast  into  jail.  Is  not 
this  the  case  universally  where  bail  is  permitted  ?  If 
this  he  a  valid  objection  to  the  proposed  bill,  then  all 
bail  laws  should  be  repealed,  and  every  man — rich  or 
poor,  high  or  low,  innocent  or  guilty — when  accused  of 
crime  should  be  at  once  immured  within  a  dungeon. 
Because,  forsooth,  His  Excellency  would  have  equal 
justice  or  injustice  for  all.  His  other  objections  are 
similarly  without  real  significance  in  a  politic  or  legal 
sense.  His  actual  reason,  the  inspiring  motive  of  his 
vetoes,  is  unmasked  in  his  second  message.  Having 
exhausted  all  imaginable  fictitious  claims,  he  is  at 
length  forced  to  give  the  true  one,  which  is  practically 
a  sweeping  admission  that  such  a  law  would  result  in 
extending  the  right  of  bail  to  alleged  offenders  against 
United  States  laws  in  this  Territory.  His  Excellency’s 
objections,  so  far  as  they  are  tangible,  have  now  been 
stated. 

The  people  of  Utah  Territory — speaking  through 
the  unanimous  voice  of  their  chosen  Legislators— de¬ 
clared  that  an  enlargement  or  change  of  the  law 
regulating  bail  was  necessary.  It  is  true  that  the 
practice  was  here  as  in  some — not  all — other  portions 
of  this  country,  to  leave  to  the  discretion  of  the  Courts 
the  power  to  grant  or  withhold  bail  pending  appeal  in 
certain  cases.  For  many  years  this  power  was  wielded 
here  as  in  other  places  where  it  is  held  by  the  Courts, 
in  moderation,  mercy  and  impartiality.  No  one  class  of 
offenders  was  singled  out  for  special  favors — no  one  class 
was  selected  for  particular  vindictiveness.  But  later, 
with  growing  and  cruel  adverse  sentiment  to  the  people 
of  Utah,  with  an  imported  judiciary,  boastfully  hostile 
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to  their  property  and  personal  rights  ;  with  an  almost 
entire  body  of  officials,  backed  by  press  and  pulpit 
upholding  any  scheme  directed  against  them — this  dis 
cretionary  power  in  the  hands  of  the  judges  was  made 
an  engine  of  injustice,  oppression  and  inhumanity. 
Under  these  circumstances,  the  Legislature  acting  in 
consonance  with  public  weal,  passed  the  bail  bills.  But 
we  could  not  overcome  the  autocratic  whim  or  prejudice 
of  the  one  man  whose  awful  nod  is  made  superior  to 
the  expressed  will  of  200,000  people. 

Of  the  legal  right  of  the  Legislature — under  well- 
founded  principles— to  make  such  a  law  there  can  be 
no  question.  There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that,  if  such 
a  manifestly  good  and  impartial  measure  had  passed  to 
Congress,  that  great  body  would  at  once  have  given  the 
necessary  approval.  The  entire  tenor  of  our  laws  from 
the  Constitution  down  is  to  provide  as  much  personal 
liberty  for  the  citizen  as  possible  ;  and  hail  is  allowed 
to  people  involved  in  criminal  proceedings  in  order  that 
no  man  possessing  the  power  of  securing  his  appear¬ 
ance  for  final  judgment,  need  suffer  an  hour’s  imprison¬ 
ment  until  his  case  has  been  conclusively  and  irrevocably 
decided  by  the  Court  to  which  it  is  last  to  be  appealed. 
The  discretionary  power  to  the  Court  to  allow  bail 
pending  appeal  is  nowhere  granted  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  Judges  the  right  to  assail  special'  individuals. 
And  where  this  discretion  is  exercised  venomously  and 
not  alone  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  appearance  of 
defendants,  it  should  be  withdrawn  ;  and  in  any  other 
portion  of  the  country  than  Utah  it  would  be  abrogated 
by  Legislative  enactment. 

It  has  been  announced  by  Blackstone,  Bishop,  and 
other  famed  apostles  of  the  law,  that  bail  is  one  of  the 
creatures  of  civilized  governments,  and  is  in  fact  a 
crystalization  of  the  purest  and  most  humane  interests 
of  man  in  his  best  estate — such  a  creation  as  grows  out 
of  that  feeling  to  be  charitable,  and  that  desire  to  be  just 
which  only  Christian  nations  and  progressive  races  can 
extend  toftheir  fellow  man.  Article  VI  II.  of  the  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  says, 
“  excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,”  and  if  excessive 
bail  is  unconstitutional  under  this  amendment,  what 
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shall  be  said  of  the  law  that  permits  the  denial  of  bail 
altogether,  and  that  too,  in  a  misdemeanor,  the  smallest 
offense  known  to  the  law.  The  practice  in  every  State 
and  Territory  in  the  Union,  we  believe,  whatever  may 
be  the  statutory  law  on  the  subject,  allows  hail  pending 
both  trial  and  appeal.  Upon  this  subject  the  Bishop 
says  : 

“It  is,  perhaps,  therefore,  to  be  accepted  as  the 
common  law  doctrine,  that  if  the  case  has  gone  to  final 
sentence,  and  the  prisoner  is  taken  in  execution,  he 
cannot  have  bail  while  he  is  pursuing  measures  to  have 
the  judgment  reversed.  But  this  doctrine  lias  been 
changed,  and  bail  in  proper  cases  allowed,  in  England, 
by  recent  statute  ;  and  the  same  is  probably  true  in 
many,  or  most  of  our  States.” 

Bassett,  in  his  criminal  pleadings  says,  that  even 
after  conviction  in  a  case  not  capital  a  prisoner  may, 
under  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  common  law,  be 
discharged  on  bail  to  appear  and  abide  the  sentence  of 
the  Court.” 

Davis  vs.  State,  6  Howard  (Miss.),  899  ;  and 

Ex-Parte  Dyson,  25  Miss.,  356. 

The  Common  Code  of  Iowa,  page  642,  sec.  4107, 
says  :  “All  defendants  are  bailable  both  before  and  after 
conviction  by  sufficient  sureties,  except  for  offenses 
heretofore  punishable  with  death.” 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Texas  provides 
that  all  persons  shall  be  admitted  to  bail  on  sufficient 
sureties. 

If,  therefore,  the  practice  in  other  States  and  Ter¬ 
ritories  of  the  Union  allows  bail  pending  appeal,  why 
should  it  not  be  allowed  in  Utah  ?  Is  a  man  to  be 
treated  as  a  criminal  in  Utah  simply  because  he  is  ac¬ 
cused  of  a  crime  ?  Was  the  Legislature  to  sit  silently 
and  see  revived  the  dark  and  horrible  rule  of  the  Doges 
of  Venice,  when  an  anonymous  charge  thrust  into  the 
brazen  lion’s  mouth  by  some  personal  enemy  meant  a 
man’s  conviction  and  death  ?  It  would  seem  so,  for  the 
reason  that,  the  one  man — in  the  autocratic  exercise  of 
a  power  which  he  has  shown  himself  totally  unfit  to 
wield — has  so  decreed  it.  Bail  will  do  for  other  places, 
but  not  for  Utah,  and  this  doctrine  is  forced  upon  us  in 
defiance  of  law  and  precedent. 
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Not  only  is  the  right  to  bail  permitted  by  law  and 
precedent  elsewhere,  but  also  its  kindred  right,  that  of 
appeal,  the  inherent  and  constitutional  right  of  every 
citizen,  is  strongly  guarded  by  the  laws  of  every  State 
and  Territory  of  the  Union.  In  fact  the  whole  spirit 
and  genius  of  our  laws  from  the  Constitution  down  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  perpetuity  and  preservation  of  this  right. 
But  of  what  value  is  the  right  of  appeal  if  bail  pending 
the  decision  of  the  higher  tribunal  is  denied,  and  the 
accused  is  being  punished  the  same  as  if  he  were  con¬ 
victed?  If  the  crime  with  which  he  is  charged  is  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  he  may  be  imprisoned  pending  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  Territory  for  a  longer  term  than 
the  longest  sentence  that  could  be  imposed  were  he 
found  guilty.  And  if  the  charge  is  such  that  he  would 
be  entitled  to  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  if  bail  were  denied  him  pending  the  same, 
he  might  be  imprisoned  twice  or  thrice  as  long  as  the 
longest  sentence  that  he  could  receive.  Were  he  ulti¬ 
mately  acquitted  he  would  have  suffered  like  a  common 
criminal  during  all  the  time  that  he  was  prosecuting  his 
appeal,  and  yet  be  all  the  time  innocent.  Were  he  guilty 
he  would  suffer  a  double  penalty,  one  while  prosecuting 
his  appeal  and  one  after  final  judgment.  So  that  a 
denial  of  bail  pending  appeal  is  eqally  unjust  whether 
the  prisoner  be  guilty  or  innocent.  Whether  guilty  or 
innocent,  alike  he  has  no  redress.  If  innocent  he  must 
suffer  like  a  criminal  because  he  is  accused,  and  if  guilty 
a  double  penalty  because  he  appeals.  Thus  the  right  of 
appeal,  designed  to  be  a  safeguard  of  liberty  and  a  bar 
to  injustice,  with  a  right  of  bail  denied  becomes  a  delu¬ 
sion  and  a  snare,  by  which  a  double  punishment  is 
inflicted  upon  the  guilty,  and  an  equally  harsh  and  cruel 
punishment  inflicted  upon  the  innocent.  In  order,  there¬ 
fore,  that  the  right  of  appeal  may  be  of  any  practical 
benefit  to  the  accused,  bail  pending  the  same  must  be 
granted;  and  justice,  humanity  and  law  alike  demand 
that  it  should  be  granted  in  every  case  where  there  is  a 
reasonable  certainty  that  bail  will  produce  the  defend¬ 
ant  in  court  when  wanted.  Even  in  civil  cases,  the 
judgment  debtor  may  stay  execution  when  he  appeals 
by  giving  a  bond  that  he  will  abide  the  decree  of  the 
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higher  tribunal ;  and  shall  we  continue  a  system  which 
places  a  man’s  property  rights  above  personal  liberty? 

In  view  of  all  of  which  we  have  here  set  down,  and 
of  the  greater  measure  of  truth  which  exists  in  the 
same  direction,  we  respectfully  claim  that  the  bail  bills 
vetoed  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray,  were 
strictly  within  our  sphere  of  legislative  authority.  We 
claim  that  the  vetoes  of  said  bills  were  not  given  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  cause  of  justice,  to  benefit  the  common¬ 
wealth,  and  aid  in  the  execution  of  the  laws;  but  rather 
to  gratify  private  resentment,  to  permit  bigoted  courts 
to  heap  further  indignity  and  wrong  upon  a  special  and 
proscribed  class,  and  to  add  another  injury  to  the  many 
now  suffered  by  this  devoted  Territory.

Again  and  again  during  this  session  of  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Assembly  have  we  been  met  by  the  servile  vapor- 
ings  of  an  unscrupulous  demagogue,  whose  official  con¬ 
duct  exemplifies  beyond  power  of  refutation,  that  he  is 
an  enemy — bitter  and  vindictive — to  the  people  of  this 
Territory,  and  a  determined  obstructionist  of  needful 
legislation,  and  of  peace  and  prosperity. 

He  has  attempted  to  intimidate  the  Legislature  by 
publicly  and  privately  proclaiming  that  until  “  matters

This  was  passed  and  forwarded  to  His  Excellency 
for  his  approval,  but  was  returned,  accompanied  by  the 
“  veto  message  ”  above  alluded  to. 

To  all  it  must  be  obvious  that  the  Appropriation 
Bill  is  the  most  important  measure  of  the  session,  for 
upon  it  depends  the  perpetuity  of  the  Territorial  insti¬ 
tutions  and  the  maintenance  of  the  Territorial  govern¬ 
ment. 

Yet,  in  view,  not  only  of  its  importance,  but  its 
necessity,  an  autocratic  governor,  laboring  to  secure  the 
interposition  of  Congress,  by  which  the  local  govern- 
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ment  of  this  Territory  would  be  wrested  from  the 
hands  of  the  majority,  wilfully  and  with  brazen 
effrontery  vetoes  it. 

An  examination  of  the  aforesaid  bill  reveals  that 
nearly  one-third  of  the  amounts  therein  appropriated 
are  for  the  courts  of  the  Territory;  a  large  per  cent,  for 
the  support  of  the  Insane  Asylum,  and  the  completion 
of  the  Territorial  University,  and  every  item  needful 
and  legitimate. 

No  charge  of  extravagance  or  venality  can  be  urged 
against  the  measure;  no  one  for  a  moment  can  hold 
there  is  aught  within  that  is  “an  insuperable  objection 
to  the  bill  becoming  law.” 

Yet,  an  arbitrary  tool,  vested  with  unrestricted 
power,  proclaims  against  it,  without  offering  an  intelli¬ 
gent  reason,  thereby  impeding  the  operation  of  the 
machinery  of  the  government,  and  plunging  the  Terri¬ 
tory  into  distress. 

If  the  “insuperable  objections”  do  not  occur  within 
the  bill,  where,  then,  are  they  to  be  discovered?  Who 
but  a  dissimulating  political  trickster  could  detect 
“  insuperable  objections  ”  to  the  duly  elected  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  people  appropriating  the  money  of  their 
constituents  to  meet  the  legitimate  expenses  of  the 
government? 

The  veto  message  is  based  upon  fabrications  and 
feeble  supports,  generated  in  the  mind  of  an  ardent 
worshiper  of  Bacchus’  shrine,  and  confirmed  by  the 
sinister  oracle  of  the  Tribune  temple. 

The  first  reason  (?)  advanced  by  His  Excellency  in 
extenuation  of  this  monstrous  step  is,  “this  bill  con¬ 
templates  the  continuance  in  authority  of  the  present 
usurping  incumbents  of  the  offices  of  Territorial  Auditor 
and  Treasurer,  and  to  permit  the  disbursement  of  the 
public  moneys  through  these  agencies.” 

Admitting  that  the  above-named  officers  are 
usurpers,  is  that  sufficient  reason  to  justify  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  in  withholding  his  signature  to  this  bill  ?  Should 
men  usurp  authority,  would  that  be  foundation  for  an 
executive  officer  to  deliberately  block  the  wheels  of  the 
government,  and  prevent  the  execution  of  the  laws? 

But  it  cannot  be  admitted  that  these  officers  are 
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“usurpers”  Duly  elected  by  the  people,  under  statutes 
properly  passed  by  the  Legislature  and  approved  by 
Congress,  and  not  invalidated  by  the  Courts,  they  have 
for  years  faithfulty  and  honestly  performed  the  func¬ 
tions  of  their  positions.  Far  back,  a  generation  ago, 
s0on  after  the  organization  of  the  Territory,  a  law  was 
passed  making  these  officers  elective  by  the  joint  vote 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  Under  this  law,  which 
has  never  been  contested,  the  offices  of  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  were  filled  for  twenty-six  years. 

Then  in  order  to  more  fully  extend  the  principles 
of  true  republicanism,  they  were  made  elective  by  the 
people.  This  law  was  duly  passed,  and  by  the  Governor 
of  the  Territory  signed. 

At  an  election  under  this  statute,  which  was  re¬ 
garded  by  all  as  valid  and  constitutional,  the  present 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  were  chosen  to  fill  these  respon¬ 
sible  positions.  After  qualifying  as  prescribed  by  law, 
.  they  were  commissioned  by  the  present  Governor,  Eli 
H.  Murray,  as  Auditor  and  Treasurer  respectively,  in 
and  for  Utah  Territory.  This  is  the  history  of  the 
“  usurpation,”  and  the  manner  of  entrance  by  these 
“  usurpers  ”  into  these  offices.  If  the  law  was  invalid 
under  which  they  were  elected,  why  has  not  Congress 
disapproved  of  it?  Why  have  not  the  courts  of  the 
Territory  so  declared  it?  And  why  did  Eli  H.  Murray 
commission  “ usurpers”  who  were  elected  under  it? 

But  admitting  the  law  to  be  void,  can  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  ignore  it  so  long  as  it  remains  upon  the  statute 
books,  or  the  courts  of  the  Territory  have  not  declared 
against  its  constitutionality?  Laws  tending  to  the  in¬ 
creased  liberty  of  the  people  cannot  be  revoked  and 
abrogated  at  the  ipse  dixit  of  any  person,  even  if  he  is 
greater  than  His  Excellency,  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray. 
It  is  time  enough  to  expunge  from  the  country’s  laws, 
measures  such  as  these,  when  courts  or  Congress  pro¬ 
nounce  against  their  validity.  Because  one  branch  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  refuses  to  override  plain,  un¬ 
equivocal,  and  thus  far  undisputed  laws,  fashion  them¬ 
selves  into  iconoclasts,  and  batter  down  the  precedents 
and  practices  of  more  than  a  generation,  and  confirm 
persons  appointed  to  these  positions  by  the  Governor, 
29 
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he,  to  effectively  demonstrate  his  “ patriotic  ”  devotion 
to  the  country’s  good,  refuses  his  assent  to  this  hill  so 
imperative  to  the  Territory’s  progress. 

He  again  urges  that  the  sureties  of  these  present 
incumbents,  “  in  event  of  malfeasance  or  defalcation  in 
office,  could  escape  all  pecuniary  responsibility  for  the 
loss,”  because  “  they  are  serving  under  an  illegal  statute 
and  a  void  election.” 

To  holster  up  his  fallacious  position,  he  resorts  to 
insinuations  and  basest  subterfuges,  and  attempts  a 
reflection  upon  the  honesty  of  the  officers,  and  to 
impugn  the  honor  of  the  sureties. 

The  position  assumed  upon  this  question  by  His 
Excellency  is  false,  and  not  a  lawyer  in  the  Territory 
will  admit  that  the  acts  of  these  officers  are  invalid,  and 
for  the  reason  assigned  by  the  Governor,  that  the  sure¬ 
ties  are  exempt  from  liability  in  the  event  of  malfeas¬ 
ance  of  the  principals. 

“ An  additional  objection”  to  this  bill  shot  from 
the  feeble  bow  of  this  would-be  Hercules,  '‘exists  in  the 
fact  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  appropriations,  after 
passing  through  the  hands  of  the  persons  assuming  to 
be  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  are  finally  disbursed  by 
boards  chosen  in  a  manner  equally  with  these  persons, 
in  violation  of  the  laws  of  Congress.”"  This  has  refer¬ 
ence  to  such  appropriations  as  are  made  to  support 
Territorial  institutions,  and  the  objections  are  founded 
upon  a  professed  belief  entertained  by  His  Excellency 
that  Section  7  of  the  Organic  Act  of  the  Territory  con¬ 
fers  upon  the  Executive  the  power  and  authority  to 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  all  the 
officers,  boards,  etc.,  appertaining  to  these  and  similar 
institutions.  But  in  this  as  well  as  many  positions  as¬ 
sumed  by  him,  the  Governor  stands  almost  singly  and 
alone. 

Those  persons  who  have  analyzed  this  question  do 
not  hesitate  to  pronounce  his  position  untenable.  No 
doubt  can  be  entertained  but  that  Congress  placed 
within  the  hands  of  the  Governor  of  the  Territory, 
limited  appointive  power,  and  authority  to  fill  such 
offices  as  could  reasonably  be  contemplated  as  essential 
to  the  ordinary  course  of  government ;  and  not  to  local 
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boards,  officers  of  Territorial  institutions,  etc.,  created 
by  local  statute. 

The  doctrine  involving  the  power  of  the  Governor 
to  appoint  Territorial  officers,  is  exhaustively  discussed 
in  the  case  of  the  United  States  vs.  Hatch  (1st  Wis. 
Reports).  This  case  arose  when  Wisconsin  was  oper¬ 
ating  under  an  Organic  Act  similar  to  that  of  this 
Territory,  in  consequence  of  a  controversy  between  the 
Legislature  and  the  Governor  over  the  Section  7  of 
4  their  Organic  Act,  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  Section 
‘  7  of  our  Organic  Act,  with  one  exception,  wherein  the 
word  “  civil  ”  is  used  in  lieu  of  the  word  “  Territorial.” 

The  Court  decided  against  the  right  of  the  Governor 
to  appoint  these  local  boards,  and  cited  cases  where  the 
same  principles  had  been  raised  with  like  results,  in 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Legislature  being  assured  of  its  rights  under 
the  Organic  Act  to  provide  for  the  officers  of  the  insti¬ 
tutions  created  by  them,  have  made  provisions  for  their 
selection,  and  have  placed  the  disposition  of  the  funds 
(with  proper  restrictions)  necessary  to  the  existence  of 
the  institutions,  within  their  hands.  To  this  His  Ex¬ 
cellency  objects;  this  is  one  of  these  insuperable  objec¬ 
tions  to  this  bill  becoming  law.” 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  these  local  boards 
have  been  elected  by  the  Legislature  in  time  past,  Eli 
H.  Murray  now  interposes  his  arm  and  prevents  the 
support  of  these  institutions  and  the  founding  of 
others  recommended  by  him  (as  the  reform  school)  as 
being  necessary  to  the  Territory. 

Having  exhausted  every  semblance  of  argument  to 
justify  his  infamous  act  in  vetoing  H.  F.  No.  67,  he  re¬ 
turns  to  the  onslaught  with  further  lies  and  insinu¬ 
ations.  He  intimates  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter  Day  Saints  controls  the  Territorial  funds,  that 
they  go  to  build  up  the  “  Mormon  ”  Church,  etc. 

No  charge  has  even  been  preferred  against  the 
Treasurer  for  official  misconduct,  but  now  he  is  ar¬ 
raigned  in  a  base,  cowardly  manner,  for  being  “Mor¬ 
mon  ”  and  having  employment  in  the  office  of  the 
“  Mormon  ”  Church. 

Thus  on  charging  the  Territory  with  defiance  of 
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the  laws  and  the  Courts  (when  statistics  demonstrate 
less  crime  here  than  elsewhere)  and  falsifying  the  peo¬ 
ple,  their  institutions  and  sentiments,  through  column 
after  column,  His  Excellency  madly  rushes,  never 
halting  to  rest  upon  the  summits  of  truth  or  consist¬ 
ency.  We  pronounce  his  veto  message  a  tissue  of  lies 
and  falsehoods,  the  woof  and  warp  manufactured  by 
unprincipled  carpet-baggers  and  unrelenting  enemies 
to  Utah,  freedom  and  constitutional  guarantees. 

His  Excellency  has  no  “  moral  or  legal  right  ”  to  - 
veto  the  Appropriation  bill  ;  it  is  the  act  of  a  tyrant 
and  can  only  be  approbated  by  those  whose  aim  is  to 
enslave  the  people  of  this  Territory. 

Resolutions  concurred  in. 

Whereas,  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray  has  vetoed  H. 
F.  No.  63,  “An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  Ogden 
City,”  and 

Whereas,  The  chief  object  of  the  passage  of  said 
law,  by  the  Legislature,  was  the  punishment  of  sexual 
vice  and  lascivious  conduct  generally,  and  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  houses  of  ill-fame  and  kindred  evils ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Governor’s  reasons  for  the  vetoing 
of  said  bill  are  absurd,  illogical  and  inconsistent,  to-wit  : 
He  first  asserts  that  the  crimes  aimed  at  in  said  bill 
should  be  covered  by  a  general  statute  of  the  Territory, 
and  declares  that  it  is  a  crying  evil  that  the  Legislature 
should  have  forborne  to  legislate  generally  upon  the 
subject,  and  yet  to  have  given  to  local  organizations 
power  to  deal  with  this  class  of  offenses.  This  asser¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  His  Excellency  is  little  if  anything 
short  of  the  most  unblushing  effrontery,  he  being  the 
chief  and  only  cause  of  the  absence  of  a  general  stat¬ 
ute  of  the  character  of  the  one  whose  non-existence 
he  pretends  to  deplore.  An  act  of  that  nature  was 
passed  during  the  late  session,  and  was  by  him  vetoed. 
We  hold  that  the  power  to  punish  such  offenses  as  those 
which  would  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  act  to  amend 
the  Charter  of  Ogden  City,  should  be  both  general  and 
local  throughout  the  Territory,  as  we  have  shown  by 
the  laws  passed  on  the  subject.  While  the  Governor 
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hypocritically  claims  to  favor  the  punishment  and  sup¬ 
pression  of  sexual  vice,  by  the  arbitrary  exercise  of  the 
veto  power,  he  gives  it  direct  encouragement.  These 
being  facts  well  understood,  the  moralizing  in  which 
Governor  Murray  takes  occasion  to  indulge,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  veto  message  immediately  in  question, 
constitutes,  in  our  opinion,  one  of  the  most  sorry  exhi¬ 
bitions  of  human  perversity  and  inconsistency  on 
record.  The  climax  of  absurdity  is  reached  when  the 
Governor  states  as  a  basis  for  his  veto,  that  the  bill  does 
not  go  far  enough,  because  it  does  not  touch  upon  cer¬ 
tain  sexual  offenses  which  it  fails  to  specifically  enum¬ 
erate.  His  other  alleged  reasons  go  to  show  that  if  the 
omissions  of  which  he  complains  had  not  existed,  the 
treatment  the  act  would  have  received  at  his  hands 
would  not  have  been  any  different.  It  will  be  admitted 
that  if  a  measure  does  not  cover  every  offense  of  a 
given  class,  if  it  includes  in  its  operation  a  part  and  its 
intent  and  direction  are  salutary,  it  is  good  as  far  as  it 
goes.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  we  repudiate  the  insinuation  of 
Governor  Murray  to  the  effect  that  Utah  is  lower  in  the 
scale  of  morality  than  other  parts  of  the  Union,  and 
that  we  hold  on  the  contrary,  that  this  Territory  will 
compare  favorably  in  that  respect  with  any  other  part 
of  the  Republic  ;  also 

Resolved ,  That  in  vetoing  such  measures  as  the  one 
under  consideration,  while  pretending  to  be  in  theory, 
a  friend  of  chastity  and  morality,  he  has  practically 
proved  himself  to  be  an  enemy  to  both.

Whereas,  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray  on  the  11th  day 
of  January,  1886,  in  his  message  to  the  Council  and  House 
of  Representatives  used  the  following  Languge  : 

“  In  my  message  of  two  years  since  I  said  that  the 
present  apportionment  of  the  members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  is  defective,  in  that  the  districts  are,  in  many 
instances,  so  constructed  that  several  members  are 
chosen  on  a  common  ticket,  instead  of  giving  each  local¬ 
ity — having  the  necessary  population — the  right  to 
choose  its  own  members.  I  recommend  that  the  dis¬ 
tricts  be  so  constructed  that  each  shall  have  a  voice 
without  being  overborne  by  a  larger  neighbor  which  may 
be  combined  with  it  as  now.  This  is  true  apportion¬ 
ment;  the  other  it  consolidation.  *  *  *  This 

defective  system  still  exists,  and  I  recommend  that  the 
defects  pointed  out  be  remedied,”  and, 

Whereas,  This  Legislative  Assembly  did  passH.  F. 
No.  57,  “A  bill  apportioning  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
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the  Territory  of  Utah,’7  and  said  bill  was  duly  forward¬

Sir: — I  herewith  return,  without  my  approval,  H.

If  this  is  a  proper  basis  of  representation,  it  is  then 
clear  that  the  boundaries  of  three-fourths  of  the  Terri¬ 
tory  should  be  changed.  The  fundamental  principle  of 
fair  apportionment  is  overlooked  in  this  important 
measure. 

In  the  very  first  representative  district  created  by 
this  bill,  Summit  County,  which  is  entitled  to  one  rep¬ 
resentative  is  divided.  A  number  of  the  precincts  of 
this  county  are  joined  with  Rich  and  Morgan  Counties, 
in  a  district  running  far  to  the  north;  this  is  certainly 
wrong. 

What  is  true  of  district  No.  1,  is  equally  true  of  dis¬ 
trict  No.  2.  In  this  district  the  remainder  of  Summit 
County  is  joined  with  the  Counties  of  Wasatch  and 
Uintah,  running  far  to  the  east. 

By  this  means  one  of  the  greatest  wealth  producing 
and  thriving  cities  of  the  Territory  and  of  the  west  is 
deprived  of  a  voice  and  place  in  the  general  assembly 
of  the  Territory. 

A  number  of  other  misjoinders  are  apparent  in  the 
the  bill,  and  for  these  reasons  I  am  unable  to  give  it 
executive  approval.

And,  Whereas,  The  plan  or  system  of  apportion¬ 
ment  as  laid  down  in  said  bill  is  based  strictly  and  sole¬

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a  view  to  curing  the  evils  claimed  by  him  to  exist,  “in 
that  districts  are  now  so  constructed  that  several  mem¬ 
bers  are  chosen  on  a  common  ticket  instead  of  giving  to 
each  locality  the  right  to  choose  its  own  members,  and 
not  be  overborne  by  a  larger  neighbor/7  and, 

Whereas,  In  order  to  accomplish  this  object  and 
that  each  Representative  and  Councilor  should  be  elect¬ 
ed  separately,  it  became  necessary  to  divide  the  Terri¬ 
tory  into  a  suitable  number  of  Council  and  Representa¬ 
tive  districts,  each  district  to  be  as  near  as  may  be  equal 
in  population  to  the  others;  and 

Whereas,  The  official  census  report  of  the  United 
States  places  the  total  population  of  this  Territory  at 
143,963,  and  an  Act  of  Congress  provides  that  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  shall  consist  of  twelve  Councilors  and 
twenty-four  Representatives,  and 

Whereas,  Said  apportionment  provides  for  twelve 
Council  and  twenty-four  Representative  districts,  each 
of  which  should  and  does  contain  as  near  as  may  its 
proper  proportion  of  the  total  population  of  the  Terri¬ 
tory,  and  which  in  a  Council  district  would  be  12,000, 
and  in  a  Representative  district  6,000,  and 

Whereas,  Some  parts  of  this  Territory  on  account 
of  its  mountainous,  broken  or  desert  condition,  is  sparse¬ 
ly  settled,  while  in  other  parts,  the  conditions  being 
more  favorable  for  settlement,  the  population  is  more 
numerous,  thus  making  it  necessary  that  the  population 
of  each  precinct  and  county  in  the  Territory  be  ascer¬ 
tained  from  said  census  report,  in  order  that  representa 
tion  could  properly  and  equally  be  divided  according  to 
population,  and 

Whereas,  In  order  that  representation  may  be  had 
according  to  population  only,  it  became  necessary  in 
said  bill  to  combine  two  or  more  counties  in  some 
instances  to  form  one  district,  while  in  other  instances 
it  was  necessary  te  form  several  districts  within  one 
county,  as  will  readily  be  understood  by  reference  to  the 
following  table  which  is  compiled  from  said  census 
report,  showing  the  population  of  the  precincts  and 
counties  comprising  the  several  Representative  and 
Council  districts  as  proposed  in  said  apportionment  bill:

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Whereas,  By  reference  to  the  foregoing  table,  it 
will  at  once  appear  that  the  Representative  apportion¬ 
ment  as  proposed  in  said  bill,  is  a  fair,  equitable  and 
just  division  of  representation  to  the  people  of  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  according  to  population,  and  that  the  objections 
of  the  Governor  in  relation  to  Representative  districts 
Nos.  1  and  2  are  not  well  taken,  and  are  without  founda¬ 
tion  in  fact.  The  population  of  Rich  County  being  but 
1,263;  that  of  Morgan  County  only  1,783,  and  Summit 
County  4,921,  neither  one  of  them  is  entitled  to  a  Repre¬ 
sentative  alone,  but  if  combined  into  one  district,  one 
Representative  would  not  be  a  fair  allotment,  Wasatch 
and  Uintah  Counties  being  situated  similarly,  having  a 
population  of  only  2,927  and  799  respectively,  and  if 
combined  would  not  he  entitled  to  a  Representative,  it 
became  necessary — in  order  to  maintain  the  principle 
of  equal  representation  to  equal  population — to  divide 
Summit  County,  and  attach  for  representative  purposes 
its  northern  portion  to  Rich  and  Morgan  Counties,  and 
the  remainder  to  Wasatch  and  Uintah  Counties,  there¬ 
by  creating  district  No.  1  with  a  Representative,  on  a 
population  of  5,822,  and  district  No.  2  with  a  Represen¬ 
tative  on  a  population  of  5,871,  the  two  districts  com¬ 
bined  forming  Council  district  No.  1,  with  a  population 
of  11,693;  and 

Whereas,  The  counties  of  Rich,  Morgan,  Summit, 
Wasatch  and  Uintah  are  contiguous,  Summit  being  the 
middle  County  of  the  five,  and  touching  all  of  them, 
thus  making  the  Representative  and  Council  districts 
formed  by  the  combination  of  these  five  counties  as 
convenient  and  accessible  as  can  be  made  and  still  retain 
the  sole  object  sought  to  be  obtained  in  this  bill,  viz.: 
rep  esentation  according  to  population;  and 

Whereas,  The  above  statements  apply  equally  to 
other  districts  formed  by  a  combination  of  counties  or 
portions  of  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  It  it  well  known  by  His  Excellency  that 
Utah  Territory  comprises  a  succession  of  mountain 
ranges  and  valleys — plains  there  are  none — and  in  order 
that  convenience  of  access  may  be  had  by  citizens  to 
their  respective  county  seats  the  boundaries  of  counties 
must  of  necessity  conform  to  these  ranges  of  mountains 
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more  or  less,  and  to  depart  from  these  natural  divisions 
would  seriously  interfere  with  such  matters  of  business 
as  can  be  transacted  only  at  the  county  seat;  and 

Whereas,  The  county  boundaries  of  the  Territory 
have  been  defined  by  previous  Legislatures  with  a  view 
to  the  convenience  of  the  people  generally,  and  not — as 
the  Governor  seems  to  imply  should  be  the  case — with 
a  view  to  divide  equally  the  population  of  the  Territory; 
and 

Whereas,  The  people  have  been  for  years  past  and 
are  now  satisfied  with  the  present  county  boundaries; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  By  the  Council  and  House  Representatives 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  that  the  assertion  of  Gover¬ 
nor  Eli  IT.  Murray  “  that  the  boundaries  of  three-fourths 
of  the  counties  of  the  Territory  should  be  changed/’  is 
entirely  unwarranted  and  uncalled  for;  his  statement 
“  that  the  fundamental  principle  of  fair  apportionment 
is  overlooked  in  this  measure,”  is  entirely  contradicted 
by  the  facts  herein  presented;  his  assertion  “that  Sum¬ 
mit  County  is  entitled  to  one  Representative,”  cannot 
stand  if  measured  by  the  rule  of  equal  representation 
for  equal  population;  the  idea  advanced  by  him  “that  if 
Summit  County  is  divided,  one  of  the  most  thriving 
cities  of  the  Territory  is  deprived  of  a  voice  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  assembly  is  specious  and  fallacious;  that  the  objec¬ 
tions  stated  by  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray,  in  his  message 
above  quoted,  are  not  sustained,  inasmuch  as  the  vetoed 
bill  is  in  strict  accord  with  the  suggestions  contained  in 
his  first  message  to  this  Assembly;  and  finally,  that  we 
cannot  regard  his  veto  of  the  apportionment  bill  in  any 
other  light  than  as  an  inconsistent  and  arbitrary  abuse 
of  unlimited  executive  power;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved ,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  Assembly.

Your  Joint  Committee  to  consider  and  report  on 
His  Excellency’s  veto  messages,  beg  leave  to  report  on 
his  veto  message  to  H.  F.  49,  which  said  bill  reads  as 
follows: 


AN  ACT 

Prescribing  Qualifications  for  Electors  and  Office 
Holders,  Providing  for  the  Registration  of 
Voters  and  Regulating  the  Manner  of  Conduct¬ 
ing  elections. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah :  That  annually  on 
the  first  Monday  of  August,  there  shall  be  a  general  elec- 
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tion  held  in  each  precinct  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
Territory,  for  electing  all  officers  not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for,  and  the  terms  of  office  of  all  officers  elected 
shall  be  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  That  an  election  for  delegate  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  Territory  of  Utah,  shall  be 
held  in  each  precinct  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  1886,  and  every 
second  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  other 
disability  of  the  delegate  to  Congress,  or  any  member  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  or  probate  judge  of  any 
County  in  this  Territory,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Governor,  within  ten  days  after  receiving  notice  of  the 
death,  resignation  or  other  disability  of  such  officer,  to 
call  a  special  election  in  the  Territory,  District  or 
County  where  such  vacancy  shall  have  occurred,  for  the 
purpose  of  filling  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  by  the  death,  resigna¬ 
tion  or  other  disability  of  any  county  or  precinct  offi¬ 
cer,  except  probate  judge,  made  elective  in  any  county 
in  this  Territory,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County 
Court  in  such  County,  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  appoint¬ 
ment.  Provided ,  That  each  person  elected  or  appointed 
to  any  county  or  precinct  office,  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  and  a  voter  of  this  Territory,  as  defined 
by  Statutes  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah,  and  shall  qualify,  as  by  law  required,  within 
twenty  days  after  receiving  notice  of  his  election  or  ap¬ 
pointment,  and  all  persons  re-elected  to  any  office  there¬ 
by  becoming  their  own  successors,  shall,  when  so  elected, 
qualify  and  be  commissioned  as  required  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  va¬ 
cancies,  as  provided  in  this  Act,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  qualify  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  though  they  had  been  elected  at  any  general 
election,  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  ensuing  general 
election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a 
delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  from  this 
Territory,  who  has  not  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty- 
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five  years,  and  has  not  been  seven  years  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  has  not  been  a  resident  in  this  Terri¬ 
tory  during  one  year  next  preceding  the  day  of  elec¬ 
tion,  and  who  has  not  the  qualifications  of  a  voter 
therein. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  he  eligible  to  a  seat  in 
either  branch  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  unless  he  has 
been  a  resident  in  the  country  or  district  to  be  repre¬ 
sented,  during  at  least  one  year  next  preceeding  the  day 
of  election. 

§ec.  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  or 
appointed  to  any  Territorial,  district,  county  or  precinct 
office,  nor  shall  hold  any  office  of  public  trust,  honor  or 
emolument  in  this  Territory,  unless  he  is  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  this 
Territory  at  least  one  year  next  preceding  such  elec¬ 
tion  or  appointment. 

Sec.  9.  No  officer  or  soldier  of  the  United  States 
army  or  any  other  person  subject  to  military  authority, 
shall  be  eligible  to  hold  any  office,  or  serve  on  ony  jury, 
or  vote  at  any  election  in  this  Territory,  unless  his  home 
or  place  of  residence  was  herein  at  the  time  of  engaging 
in  such  service. 

Sec.  10.  Every  person,  male  or  female,  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  who  is  not  disqualified  by  the  provisions  of  any 
statute  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  Territory;  who 
has  been  a  resident  in  the  Territory  for  six  months,  and 
a  resident  of  the  precinct  where  his  or  her  vote  is  to  be 
cast,  for  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  registration; 
who  has  not  been  convicted  of  felony  or  treason,  and  is 
not  idiotic  or  insane,  and  who  has  been  or  may  be  reg¬ 
istered  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  a  qualified 
elector,  and  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  this 
Territory. 

Sec.  11.  All  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted, 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  in  this  act  provided. 

Sec.  12.  The  assessors  in  and  for  their  respective 
counties  are  hereby  constituted  the  registration  officers, 
and  they  are  required  to  appoint  a  resident  deputy  in 
each  precinct,  who  shall  act  for  one  year,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  the  appointment  of  another  person,  to 
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assist  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The 
assessor  of  each  county,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  shall 
hereafter  revise  and  correct  the  registration  lists  of 
voters  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  this 
act,  and  if  any  person  whose  name  is  not  on  the  list  of 
voters  of  his  precinct,  made  for  the  last  general  elec¬ 
tion,  shall  claim  the  right  to  vote  therein,  the  regis¬ 
tration  officer  shall  require  such  person  to  subscribe  and 
take,  if  a  male,  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  :

Upon  receipt  of  such  affidavit  the  registration 
officer  shall  place  the  name  of  such  person  on  the  reg¬ 
istry  list  of  voters  for  said  precinct.  In  case  the  name 
of  any  person  claiming  the  right  to  vote  is  erased  from 
the  registration  list  of  his  precinct  under  the  next  sec¬ 
tion,  the  name  of  such  person  shall  be  restored  to  said 
list  by  the  registration  officer,  at  any  time  prior  to  or 
during  the  week  commencing  the  first  Monday  in  July 
of  each  year,  upon  such  person  taking  the  foregoing 
oath,  and  if  such  person  offers  to  take  said  oath  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  registration  officer  to  administer  it,

Sec.  IB.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of 
each  county,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  May,  of  1886,  and  at  the  time  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  annual  assessment  for  taxes  in  each  year 
thereafter,  to  take  up  the  transcript  of  the  next  pre¬ 
ceding  registration  list,  and  proceed  to  the  revision  of 
the  same,  and  for  this  purpose  he  shall  visit  every 
dwelling  house  in  each  precinct,  and  make  careful  in¬ 
quiry  if  any  person  whose  name  is  on  the  list,  has  died, 
or  is  otherwise  disqualified  as  a  voter  of  said  precinct 
or  removed  from  the  precinct,  and  make  a  list  of  all 
such  disqualified  persons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
posted  up  in  three  public  places  in  the  precinct  best 
calculated  to  give  public  notice,  not  later  than  the  first 
day  of  June,  together  with  a  notice  that  unless  such 
persons  appear  before  said  assessor  at  his  office  during 
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the  first  three  days  of  the  week  commencing  on  the 
first  Monday  in  July  in  said  year,  and  show  cause  why 
their  names  should  be  continued  on  the  registry  list 
that  the  same  will  be  stricken  off  ;  and  in  case  of  a 
failure  to  so  appear  and  show  cause,  the  assessor  or  his 
deputy,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  strike  such  name  from 
the  list.  He  shall  also  ascertain,  while  making  the 
annual  assessments,  whether  any  qualified  voter  resides 
therein,  whose  name  is  not  on  the  list,  and  if  so  he 
shall  add  the  name  thereto,  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  each  assessor, 
in  person  or  by  deputy,  during  the  week  commencing 
on  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  each  year,  at  his  office, 
to  enter  on  the  registry  list  the  name  of  any  voter  that 
may  have  been  omitted,  on  such  voter  appearing  and 
taking  the  oath  prescribed  in  Section  12  of  this  act ; 
and  representatives  from  each  political  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  present  and  witness  such  registration. 

Sec.  15.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  list,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  assessor  as  aforesaid,  to  make  out  a 
list  in  alphabetical  order,  for  each  precinct,  containing 
the  names  of  all  the  registered  voters  of  such  precinct, 
and  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  after  the 
second  Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  deliver  all  of  said 
lists  and  affidavits  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court. 

Sec.  16.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall 
deliver  to  the  assessor  the  registry  lists  for  the  revision 
thereof,  or  adding  names  thereto,  and  the  assessor,  in 
person  or  by  deputy,  shall,  during  the  week  commencing 
on  the  last  Monday  in  September,  in  the  year  1886,  and 
every  second  year  thereafter,  enter  the  names  of  voters 
on  the  registry  list  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section 
14  of  this  act,  and  upon  the  list  being  completed,  pro¬ 
ceed  as  required  by  Section  15  of  this  act  ;  Provided , 
that  in  such  case  he  shall  deliver  the  list  and 
affidavits  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  October  in  such 
year. 

Sec.  .17.  Voters  removing  from  one  election  pre¬ 
cinct  to  another  in  the  same  county  may  appear  before 
the  assessor  at  any  time  previous  to  the  delivery  of  the 
registry  list  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  have 
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their  names  erased  therefrom,  and  they  may  thereupon 
have  their  names  registered  in  the  precinct  to  which 
they  may  remove.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall 
file  and  carefully  preserve  all  such  affidavits  and  regis¬ 
try  lists,  and  shall  make  a  copy  of  each  precinct  registry 
list,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  up  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  any  election,  in  a  public  place  at  or  near 
the  place  of  election,  and  shall  make  and  transmit 
another  copy  to  the  judges  of  election.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  to  give  notice 
on  the  list  so  posted,  that  the  senior  justice  of  the 
peace  for  said  precinct  will  hear  objections  to  the  right 
to  vote  of  any  person  registered,  until  sunset  of  the 
fifth  day  preceding  the  day  of  election. 

Sec.  18.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  cause

A  copy  of  which  shall  be  posted  up,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  election,  in  three  public  places  in  said 
precinct  best  calculated  to  give  notice  to  all  the  voters. 

Sec.  19,  The  objections  to  the  right  to  vote,  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  Section  17,  shall  be  made  by  a  qualified 
voter,  in  writing,  and  delivered  to  the  said  Justice,  who 
shall  issue  a  written  notice  to  the  person  objected  to, 
stating  the  place,  day  and  hour  when  the  objection  will 
be  heard.  The  person  making  the  objection  shall  serve, 
or  cause  to  be  served,  said  notice  upon  the  person 
objected  to,  and  shall  also  make  returns  of  such  service 
to  the  Justice  before  whom  the  objection  shall  be 
heard;  Provided ,  that  where  the  objection  is  made  on 
the  ground  of  non-residence  or  removal  from  the  pre¬ 
cinct,  service  of  said  notice  may  be  made  by  letter  con¬ 
taining  such  notice  deposited  in  the  postoffice,  addressed 
to  the  person  objected  to,  at  his  last  known  place  of 
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residence,  with  the  postage  prepaid  thereon,  and  by 
posting  said  notice  in  three  public  places  in  the  precinct 
best  calculated  to  give  public  notice.  Such  service 
shall  be  made  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election. 
Upon  the  hearing  of  the  case,  if  said  justice  shall  find 
that  the  person  objected  to  is  not  a  qualified  voter,  he 
shall,  within  three  days  prior  to  the  election,  transmit 
a  certified  list  of  the  names  of  all  such  unqualified  per¬ 
sons  to  the  judges  of  election,  and  said  judges  shall 
strike  such  names  from  the  registry  list  before  the 
opening  of  the  polls. 

Sec.  20.  The  County  Court  shall,  at  its  first  session 
in  June  of  each  year,  appoint  three  capable  and  discreet 
persons  in  each  precinct  in  the  county,  at  least  two  of 
whom  shall  be  of  the  political  party  which  was  in  the 
majority  at  the  last  previous  election,  and  one  shall  be 
of  the  political  party  that  was  in  the  minority  at  the 
said  election,  if  any  such  party  there  be  in  such  pre¬ 
cinct,  to  act  as  judges  of  general  and  special  elections; 
and  said  Court  shall  designate  one  of  these  persons  so 
appointed,  to  preside,  and  the  other  two  to  act  as  clerks 
of  said  elections;  Provided ,  that  in  precincts  where  the 
number  of  registered  voters  shall  exceed  five  hundred, 
the  Court  may  designate  two  or  more  polling  places, 
appoint  additional  judges,  and  designate,  by  letters  of 
the  alphabet,  who  shall  vote  at  each  of  such  polling 
places.  And  the  Clerk  of  said  Court  shall  make  out 
certificates  of  said  appointments,  and  transmit  the  same 
by  mail  or  other  safe  conveyance  to  the  persons  so 
appointed,  who,  previous  to  entering  upon  said  office, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  the  effect  that  they 
will  well  and  faithfully  perform  all  the  duties  thereof 
to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  that  they  will  studiously 
endeavor  to  prevent  any  fraud,  deceit  or  abuse  at  any 
election  over  which  they  may  preside.  If,  in  any  pre¬ 
cinct,  any  of  such  judges  decline  to  serve  or  fail  to 
appear,  the  voters  of  said  precinct  first  assembled  on 
the  day  of  election,  to  the  number  of  six  or  more,  at  or 
immediately  after  the  time  designated  for  opening  of 
the  polls,  may  elect  a  judge  or  judges  to  fill  the  vacancy 
or  vacancies,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  elected  shall 
qualify  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
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Sec.  21.  The  County  Court  shall  provide  the  neces¬ 
sary  hooks,  blanks,  stationery  and  ballot  boxes,  which 
ballot  boxes  shall  be  made  of  galvanized  iron,  of  suit¬ 
able  size,  each  with  a  Yale  or  other  safe  lock  and  two 
keys,  one  of  the  keys  to  be  kept  by  the  presiding  judge 
of  election,  and  one  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court; 
there  shall  be  an  opening  through  the  lid  of  each  ballot 
box  of  sufficient  size  to  admit  a  single  ballot;  Provided, 
if  any  county  has  good  and  substantial  ballot  boxes, 
with  Yale  and  other  safe  locks  and  keys,  the  same  may 
be  used. 

Sec.  22.  The  County  Court  shall  furnish  the  judges 
of  election  in  every  precinct  with  a  sufficient  number 
of  plain  envelopes,  for  election  purposes;  said  envelopes, 
shall  be  uniform  in  color  and  size,  without  any  marks, 
writing,  printing  or  device  upon  them,  and  no  other  size 
or  kind  shall  be  used  at  any  given  election.  Before 
opening  the  polls,  the  ballot  box  shall  be  carefully  and 
publicly  examined  by  the  judges  of  election,  who  shall 
satisfy  themselves  that  nothing  is  therein.  It  shall 
then  be  locked  and  the  key  thereof  securely  kept  by  the 
presiding  judge,  and  said  ballot  box  shall  not  be  opened 
during  the  election. 

Sec.  23.  At  the  opening  of  the  polls  at  all  general 
or  special  elections,  the  Judges  of  Election  for  their 
respective  precincts,  shall  designate  one  of  their  number 
to  act  as  a  clerk,  who  shall  have  in  custody  the  registry 
list  of  voters,  and  shall  examine  the  same,  and  make  the 
entries  therein  required  by  Section  25  of  this  Act,  and 
another  of  their  number  to  act  as  a  clerk  who  shall 
write  the  name  of  each  person  voting,  and  opposite  to  it 
the  number  of  the  vote. 

Sec.  24.  Every  voter  shall  designate  on  a  single 
ballot,  written  or  printed,  the  name  of  the  person  or 
persons  voted  for,  with  a  pertinent  designation  of  the 
office  to  be  filled,  and  when  any  question  is  to  be  decided 
in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  he  shall  state  the  propo¬ 
sition  at  the  bottom  of  the  ballot,  and  write  there¬ 
under  “  yes  ”  or  “  no,”  as  he  may  desire  to  vote  thereon, 
which  ballot  shall  be  neatly  folded  and  placed  in  one  of 
the  envelopes  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  delivered 
to  the  presiding  judge  of  election,  who  shall,  in  the  pre- 
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sence  of  the  voter,  on  the  name  of  the  proposed  voter 
being  found  on  the  registry  list,  deposit  it  in  the  ballot 
box,  without  any  mark  whatever  being  placed  on  such 
envelope,  otherwise  the  ballot  shall  be  rejected. 

Sec.  25.  Whenever  any  ballot  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  ballot  box,  the  judge  having  the  registry  list  shall 
write  thereon  the  word  “  voted  ”  opposite  the  name  of 
the  person  casting  the  vote,  and  the  other  judge  acting 
as  clerk,  shall  write  the  name  of  the  voter  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  vote  upon  a  list  to  be  made  by  such  judge, 
but  no  other  sign  or  mark  shall  be  attached  to  the  name 
of  the  voter. 

Sec.  26.  As  soon  as  the  polls  shall  be  closed,  the 
judges  of  election  shall  immediately  proceed  to  canvass 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  and  continue  without 
adjournment  until  completed.  All  candidates  voted  for 
may  be  present,  either  in  person  or  by  representative,  to 
witness  said  canvass.  If  any  envelope  contains  two  or 
more  ballots  of  the  same  kind,  one  only  shall  be  counted; 
and  if  any  envelope  contains  two  or  more  different  kinds 
of  ballots,  none  shall  be  counted. 

Sec.  27.  The  canvass  shall  commence  by  the 
judges  who  have  acted  as  clerks  of  the  election  compar¬ 
ing  their  respective  lists,  and  ascertaining  from  said 
lists  the  number  of  votes  cast.  The  box  shall  then  be 
opened  and  the  ballots  therein  taken  out  and  counted 
by  the  judges.  The  presiding  judge  shall  then  open  the 
ballots  and  call  off  therefrom  the  names  of  the  persons 
voted  for,  and  the  offices  they  are  intended  to  fill,  and 
the  judges  acting  as  clerks  shall  note  the  same  upon 
lists  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  all  the  ballots  shall 
be  immediatly  returned  to  the  ballot  box,  and  the  ballot 
box  shall  be  locked  and  securely  sealed. 

Sec.  28.  After  the  canvass  shall  have  been  com¬ 
pleted,  the  Judges  of  election  shall  add  up  and  deter¬ 
mine  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  person  for  the 
several  offices,  which  result  shall  be  placed  on  the  lists 
made  by  the  judges  acting  as  clerks  of  the  election,  and 
the  judges  shall  thereupon  certify  to  the  same,  and  im¬ 
mediately  forward  all  the  lists,  securely  sealed,  together 
with  the  ballot  box,  to  the  clerk  of  the  County  Court,  by 
a  qualified  voter  of  the  County,  who  shall,  before  taking 
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the  same,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  the  effect  that 
he  will  deliver  the  same  to  said  clerk  without  unneces¬ 
sary  delay,  and  that  he  will  use  his  utmost  ability  to 
prevent  any  interference  whatever  therewith  by  any 
person  whomsoever. 

Sec.  29.  On  receipt  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  returns 
of  election  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  at  least  one  member  of  the  County  Court,  who 
is  not  publicly  known  as  a  *  candidate  voted  for  at  such 
election,  shall  break  the  seal  of  the  returns,  and  all 
candidates  may  be  present  as  provided  in  Section  26  of 
this  act,  and  said  clerk  and  member  or  members  of  the 
County  Court  shall  carefully  examine  the  returns,  and 
if  no  irregularity  or  discrepancy  appear  therein  affect¬ 
ing  the  result  of  the  election  of  any  candidate,  they 
shall  accept  said  returns  as  correct ;  but  if  any  irregu¬ 
larity  appear  and  the  right  of  any  person  voted  for,  for 
any  office,  is  in  any  way  affected  thereby,  or  if  there 
shall  be  any  disagreement  in  the  returns  as  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  cast  for  any  officer  who  is  elected  by  the 
votes  of  more  than  one  county,  then  the  clerk  and  said 
members  of  the  County  Court  shall  open  the  ballots 
from  said  precinct  and  canvass  the  same  so  far  as  to 
determine  the  rights  of  the  person  whose  office  may  be 
affected.  They  may  also  cause  to  appear  before  them 
such  persons  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  take  their 
testimony  in  relation  to  said  election  in  said  precinct. 

Sec.  BO.  After  the  completion  of  the  canvass,  said 
member  or  members  and  Clerk  of  the  County  Court, 
shall  declare  the  result  thereof,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court  shall  immediately  make  out  and  transmit 
a  certificate  of  election  to  each  person  elected  to  any 
precinct  or  county  office.  Provided ,  that  whenever  a 
tie  shall  occur  between  two  or  more  persons  for  the 
same  office,  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  shall  notify 
each  of  them  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  decided  by 
lot  in  the  presence  and  under  direction  of  the  County 
Court.  The  notice  herein  provided  for  shall  state  the 
time  and  place  and  the  manner  in  which  the  tie  is  to  be 
decided.  If  any  of  the  persons  notified  fail  to  appear 
by  self  or  agent,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
waived  all  right  to  the  office,  and  the  clerk  shall  issue 
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the  election  certificate  to  the  person  appearing  ;  if 
none  of  them  appear  by  self  or  agent,  the  office  shall  be 
deemed  vacant,  and  may  be  filled  as  in  the  case  of  other 
vacancies. 

Sec.  31.  Immediately  after  the  inspection  of  the 
ballots  in  any  ballot  box,  the  ballots  shall  be  returned 
into  the  box,  which  shall  be  locked  and  securely  sealed, 
and  the  boxes  shall  be  so  preserved  for  forty  days  after 
the  result  of  the  election  has  been  declared,  during 
which  time  notices  of  contest  may  filed  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  County  Court,  and  immediately  after  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  forty  days,  if  no  notice  of  contest  be  filed, 
requiring  further  delay,  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court 
shall,  in  the  presence  of  at  least  one  of  the  members  of 
the  County  Court,  and  such  candidates  voted  for  as  may 
be  present,  open  each  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  destroy  all 
ballots  contained  therein;  but  if  notice  of  contest  be 
filed,  the  ballots  shall  not  be  destroyed  until  the  contest 
be  decided. 

Sec.  32.  The  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  result  of  the  election  has  been 
so  determined,  make  out  a  general  abstract  thereof  in 
duplicate,  and  certify  to  the  correctness  thereof,  one  of 
which  he  shall  file,  and  one  of  which  he  shall  post  up  in 
his  office,  and  he  shall  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory  a  certified  copy  of  the  names  of  the  persons 
voted  for  and  the  number  of  votes  each  has  received  for 
other  than  county  and  precinct  offices.  The  envelope 
containing  such  certified  copv  shall  be  plainly  maked 

“Election  returns  from . . . County”  (filling  in 

the  name  of  the  county  as  the  case  may  be). 

Sec.  33.  As  soon  as  all  the  returns  are  received  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  he  shall,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Governor  and  such  candidates  as  choose  to  be 
present  in  person  or  by  representative,  unseal  the  same 
and  make  an  abstract  thereof,  and  the  Secretary  shall, 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  make  out  and  transmit  a 
certificate  of  election  to  each  person  who  appears  from 
said  returns  to  have  been  elected.  In  elections  for  Del¬ 
egate  to  Congress  the  person  having  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  by  the  Governor  to  be  duly 
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elected,  and  a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  given  by  him 
accordingly. 

Sec.  34.  The  Assessors  and  their  deputies  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  required  by 
this  act,  as  the  County  Court  shall  determine,  and  the 
Judges  of  Election  shall  receive  for  their  services  thirty 
cents  per  hour  for  all  services  rendered  in  conducting 
elections  and  canvassing  votes,  and  each  of  said  officers 
is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths  whenever  nec¬ 
essary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  85.  All  municipal  elections  shall  be  held  and 
conducted,  and  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  thereof 
made  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  councils  of 
their  respective  cities  to  provide  for  the  registering  of 
voters  and  the  appointment  or  election  of  all  officers  nec¬ 
essary,  and  to  furnish  all  necessary  appliances  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  to  aid 
them  therein,  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  on  demand 
of  the  Recorder  of  any  municipal  corporation,  shall  on 
payment  of  the  proper  fees,  furnish  a  certified  copy  of 
the  registry  list  of  voters  of  any  precinct. 

Sec.  36.  Any  omission  or  irregularity  of  any  asses¬ 
sor  or  other  officer,  pertaining  to  registration  or  election 
matters,  shall  not  invalidate  any  election  or  authorize 
the  rejection  of  any  legal  votes  cast,  except  to  the  extent 
that  such  omission  or  irregularity  shall  have  prevented 
a  fair  vote,  or  affected  the  final  result. 

Sec.  37.  Any  person*  who  shall  falsely  make  any 
return,  or  falsely  make  any  certificate  of  election 
returns,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  procure  or  assist  in 
making  the  same,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  or  who 
shall  in  any  manner  do  or  cause  any  fraud  in  any  elec¬ 
tion,  or  having  entered  upon  any  of  the  offices  or  duties 
provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  wilfully  fail  or  neglect  to 
perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  such  officer  or 
person,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  con¬ 
viction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in 
the  penitentiary  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Sec.  38.  If  any  person  who  is  required  by  this  act 
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to  take  an  oath  shall  falsely  swear,  such  person  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  perjury. 

Sec.  89.  Any  person  who  shall  interfere  with  any 
registration  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  or  the 
registration  of  any  person  entitled  to  be  registered,  or 
who  shall  offer  to  vote  twice  at  one  election,  or  who, 
not  being  registered,  shall  offer  to  vote  in  the  name  of  a 
registered  person,  or  who  shall  disturb  or  be  guilty  of 
any  riotous  conduct  at  any  election  in  this  Territory,  or 
who  shall  disturb  or  interfere  with  the  canvassing  of 
the  votes,  or  interfere  with  the  making  of  the  returns, 
or  who  carries  away,  or  destroys,  or  attempts  to  carry 
away  or  destroy  any  poll  list  or  ballots,  or  ballot  box, 
for  the  purpose  of  breaking  up  or  invalidating  such  elec¬ 
tion,  or  who  shall  wilfully  detain,  mutilate  or  destroy  any 
election  returns,  or  in  any  manner  so  interfere  with  the 
officers  holding  such  election  or  conducting  such  canvass 
as  to  obstruct  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties,  or  who  shall  interfere  with  any  voter  in  the  free 
exercise  of  the  elective  franchise,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  41).  Any  person  who  shall  give,  or  promise  or 
offer  to  give,  to  an  elector,  any  money,  reward  or  other 
valuable  consideration,  for  his  or  her  vote  at  an  election, 
or  for  withholding  the  same,  or  who  shall  give,  or  prom¬ 
ise  to  give,  such  considerations  to  any  other  person  or 
party,  for  such  elector’s  vote,  or  for  the  withholding 
thereof,  or  any  elector  who  shall  receive  or  agree  to 
receive  for  himself  or  for  another,  any  money,  reward 
or  other  consideration  for  his  vote  at  an  election,  or  for 
withholding  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  shall  also  forfeit  the  right  to  vote  at  such 
election;  and  and  any  elector  whose  right  to  vote  shall 
be  challenged  for  any  such  cause,  before  the  election 
officers,  shall  be  required  to  swear  or  affirm  that  the 
matter  the  of  challenge  is  untrue,  before  his  vote  shall 
be  received. 

Sec.  41.  Any  person  who  shall  offer  any  bribe, 

.  threat  or  intimidation  to  any  elector  for  the  purpose  of 
influencing  his  or  her  vote,  or  shall  examine  any  ballot 
offered  or  cast  at  the  polls,  or  found  in  any  ballot  box, 
for  any  other  purpose  than  to  ascertain  as  herein  pro- 
33 
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vided  what  candidate  has  been  elected,  or  who  votes 
more  than  once  at  any  one  election,  or  knowingly  offers 
to  vote  two  or  more  ballots,  or  in  any  manner  changes 
any  ballot  after  the  same  has  been  deposited  in  the  bal¬ 
lot  box,  or  adds,  or  attempts  to  add  any  ballot  to  those 
legally  polled,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  42.  The  provisions  of  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
superseded  by,  or  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.'  43.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

On  the  11th  inst.  His  Excellency  disapproved  the 
said  bill  in  the  following  language:

Ron.  W.  W.  Riter ,  Speaker  of  the  Rouse  of  Representa¬ 
tives: 

I  herewith  return  H.  F.  No.  49,  without  my  appro¬ 
val. 

This  bill  is  a  substantial  re-enactment  of  the  system 
of  registering  voters,  and  conducting  elections,  which 
prevailed  in  this  Territory  prior  to  the  Act  of  Congress 
of  March  22,  1882,  with  the  change  in  the  qualification 
of  voters  made  necessary  by  that  Act.  That  system 
was  regarded  by  many  as  unfair  and  unsatisfactory. 

Under  it,  for  years,  the  non-Mormon  voters  prac¬ 
tically  declined  participation  in  elections,  and  charges 
of  favoritism  and  injustice  in  its  administration  were 
made  with  at  least  color  of  plausibility.  It  was  largely 
because  Congress  was  impressed  with  this  belief  that  it 
placed,  at  that  time,  the  appointment  of  election  and 
registration  officers  under  the  control  of  a  board  which 
derived  its  authority  from  a  source  which  was  not 
dominated  by  the  people  of  Utah. 

I  am  unwilling  to  return  to  this  discarded  and  con¬ 
demned  system. 

The  act  before  me,  if  approved,  will  place  the 
registration  of  voters,  and  the  conduct  of  elections,  in 
the  hands  of  men  who  are  hostile  to  the  law  of  Con- 
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gress,  and  are  opposed  to  the  enforcement  of  national 
laws,  if  inconsistent  with  their  opinions. 

To  place  the  registering  and  the  conduct  of 
elections,  and  the  canvassing  of  votes  in  the  hands  of 
those  from  it  was  taken,  would  he  going  to  the  old 
abuses. 

This  bill  is  subject  to  many  of  the  objections  which 
were  pointed  out  in  a  message  transmitted  to  the  last 
Legislative  Assembly  by  me,  declining  to  approve  a  bill 
similar  in  its  essential  features  to  this  one.  I  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  repeat  these  objections.  My 
opinions  have  undergone  no  change  on  the  subject. 

Sections  4  to  9  of  the  bill  are  in  relation  to  a 
subject  so  distinct  from  the  general  purpose  of  the  bill, 
and  already  reasonably  provided  for,  that  their  insertion 
in  this  bill  appears  to  be  both  unnecessary  and  con¬ 
fusing.  The  subject  of  vacancies  and  terms  of  office 
are  out  of  place  in  such  connection,  and  aside  from  the 
objections  which  1  entertain  to  these  sections,  ought  to 
be  omitted  from  this  measure. 

This  bill,  in  its  essential  features,  is  one  that  I 
cannot  approve.

It  is  true  that  this  bill  was  not  based  upon  the  law 
now  in  force  upon  our  statute  books;  but  many  changes 
were  made,  so  it  would  conform  to  the  Act  of  Congress 
of  March  22,  1882,  as  well  as  to  meet  the  objections  of 
the  Governor  in  his  veto  message  of  a  similar  bill 
passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  two  years  ago.  But 
that  the  law  was  or  is  unfair  and  unsatisfactory  we 
deny.  It  may  have  been  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  by 
a  few,  because  it  so  carefully  guarded  the  ballot-box 
from  fraud  that  an  insignificant  minority  party  could 
not  obtain  a  victory  at  the  polls.  The  history  of 
elections,  as  conducted  under  our  present  law  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  law  of  Congress  of  March  22,  1882,  is 
a  clear  and  emphatic  denial  of  the  charge  that  the  law 
was  unfair  and  unsatisfactory.  It  is  a  well  known  fact 
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that  no  charge  of  fraud  in  elections  was  ever  made 
against  the  “  People’s  ”  or  “  Mormon  ”  party. 

The  record  of  the  past  refutes  the  charge  that  non- 
“  Mormon  ”  voters  practically  declined  participation  in 
elections  under  this  law.  It  is  a  fact  well  known,  patent 
and  notorious,  that  non-“  Mormon  ”  voters  did  partici¬ 
pate  in  every  election  conducted  under  that  law,  when¬ 
ever  they  had  the  remotest  chance  of  obtaining  a 
victory,  and  that  if  they  ever  failed  to  participate  in 
any  election  it  was  because  of  their  utter  hopelessness 
of  electing  a  single  man  on  their  ticket.  But  suppose 
an  insignificant  minority  party  did  decline  participating 
in  elections,  is  that  an  argument  against  the  election 
law?  As  to  the  charges  of  favoritism  and  injustice  in 
the  administration  of  the  law,  “  with  at  least  color  of 
plausibility,”  that  is  another  assertion  without  founda¬ 
tion  in  fact. 

The  reasons  which  actuated  Congress  in  creating  a 
new  set  of  election  officers,  are  far  different  from  those 
stated  in  His  Excellency’s  veto  message.  Congress,  in 
passing  the  act  commonly  known  as  the  Edmunds  Act, 
created  new  qualifications  for  voters,  which  disfran¬ 
chised  many  of  the  “  Mormon  ”  voters,  and  as  Congress 
was  led  to  believe  that  many  of  the  election  officers  at 
that  time  would  be  disfranchised  by  the  act  they  were 
then  passing,  they  created  a  new  set  of  officers  to  put 
the  law  in  operation.  The  act  shows  on  its  face  that  it 
was  not  intended  these  officers  should  be  permanent  — 
they  were  to  continue  in  office  until  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  elected  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act, 
should  provide  for  filling  the  said  offices.  The  assertion 
of  the  Governor  that  this  bill,  if  approved,  will  place 
the  registration  of  voters  and  the  conduct  of  elections 
in  the  hands  of  men  who  are  hostile  to  the  enforcement 
of  national  laws,  if  inconsistent  with  their  opinions,  is 
not  supported  by  the  facts.  In  many  instances,  men 
appointed  by  the  Utah  Commission  as  registration  and 
election  officers,  are  the  identical  persons  who  would 
have  charge  of  the  registration  of  voters  and  the  con¬ 
duct  of  elections  under  this  bill,  if  approved,  and  in 
every  instance  the  law  has  been  rigidly  enforced. 

The  assertion  that  “the  bill  is  subject  to  many  of 
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the  objections  which  were  pointed  out  in  a  message 
transmitted  to  the  last  Legislative  Assembly  by  me,” 
leads  us  to  believe  that  His  Excellency  did  not  give  the 
present  bill  careful  consideration.  Out  of  upwards  of 
twenty-five  objections  made  two  years  ago,  all  but  four 
were  met  in  this  bill.  The  objections  not  met  and 
provided  for  in  this  bill  were:  First,  his  objection  to 
woman  suffrage;  second,  to  giving  county  courts  the 
authority  to  fill  vacancies  in  minor  offices;  third,  to 
giving  justices  of  the  peace  the  right  to  hear  objections 
to  the  names  on  the  register  of  voters,  and  ordering 
them  stricken  off  on  proper  showing  prior  to  the 
election;  and,  fourth,  because  there  were  no  provisions 
requiring  all  ballots  to  be  of  uniform  size  and  color. 
All  of  these  provisions  are  the  same  in  the  bill  under 
consideration  as  in  our  present  law.  His  Excellency 
has  approved  measures,  during  our  present  session, 
some  portions  of  which  did  not  meet  his  favor,  but  as 
the  objectionable  features  were  a  re-enactment  of  the 
present  law.  and  the  bills  in  which  they  stood  had  other 
provisions  which  he  favored,  he  did  not  consider  the 
re-enactment  of  an  existing  law  which  did  not  meet  his 
approval  an  objection  to  the  bill,  and  for  these  reasons 
these  cannot  be  considered  material  objections. 

A  careful  consideration  of  H.  F.  49,  we  are  satisfied, 
will  convince  an  unprejudiced  public  that  it  would 
make  a  fair  and  impartial  election  law;  that  it  would 
give  every  qualified  voter  in  this  Territory  an  oppor¬ 
tunity,  with  the  least  possible  inconvenience,  of  casting 
his  vote  for  the  man  of  his  choice;  that  it  would  care¬ 
fully  prevent  any  frauds  in  elections;  that  it  would 
provide  an  absolutely  secret  ballot  and  a  true  and 
correct  canvass  of  the  votes  polled. 

We  are  led  to  belieA^e  that  the  Governor,  in  exercis¬ 
ing  his  despotic  power  in  vetoing  the  said  bill,  was  actu¬ 
ated  solely  by  a  desire  to  prevent  the  people  of  this  Ter¬ 
ritory  from  re-electing  their  election  officers,  and  to  per¬ 
petuate  on  this  Territory  the  Utah  Commission  at  an 
annual  expense  of  upwards  of  $40,000  to  the  national 
government,  contrary  to  the  expressed  wish  of  Con¬ 
gress. 

Resolutions  concurred  in. 
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Whereas,  Governor  Eli  H.  Murray  has  vetoed  H.  F. 
No.  50,  a  hill  providing  for  a  Territorial  Board  of  Equal¬ 
ization  of  taxes,  and 

Whereas,  His  reasons  for  this  action  upon  a  whole¬ 
some  measure  are  flimsy  in  the  extreme,  being  to-wit : 

That  Probate  Judges  are  unfitted  to  act  upon  a  Ter¬ 
ritorial  organization  of  that  character  because  they  are 
the  presiding  officers  of  county  boards  of  equalization. 
Also  that  Probate  Judges  are  disqualified  under  the  law 
to  act  in  that  connection  in  a  Territorial  capacity. 

The  first  reason  is  ridiculous,  as  the  experience  of 
these  officials  on  county  hoards  renders  them  all  the 
more  capable  to  act  in  a  more  extended  sphere  provided 
in  a  Territorial  organization;  as  to  the  second  rea¬ 
son  we  know  of  no  legal  disqualification  that  prevents 
them  from  being  connected  with  a  board  of  equalization 
of  the  Territory,  and 

Whereas,  The  bill  under  consideration  was  a  meas¬ 
ure  suggested  by  the  Governor  himself,  in  his  message 
to  the  Assembly;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  his  action  in  vetoing  said  bill  was  in 
every  way  inexcusable,  being  a  gratuitous  insult  to  the 
the  Legislature,  who  acted  in  the  premises  upon  his  own 
suggestion,  and  evinces  a  despotic  determination  to  rob 
the  people  of  their  right  to  a  voice  in  the  management 
of  the  affairs  of  the  commonwealth.

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MEMORIAL  TO  CONGRESS. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 

the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled: 

Gentlemen: — We,  your  memorialists,  the  Legislative 
Asssembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  repre¬ 
sent  that,  having  been  elected  by  the  citizens  of  this 
Territory,  duly  qualified  as  voters  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Congress  known  as  the  Edmunds  law,  we 
have  met  and  labored  diligently  during  the  term  of 
sixty  days  required  by  law,  and  have  passed  such  mea¬ 
sures  as  were  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  our  con¬ 
stituents  and  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sec¬ 
tion  9  of  the  Edmunds  act.  But  in  the  discharge  of  our 
duties  we  have  met  with  persistent  obstruction  from 
the  Governor,  who,  exercising  arbitrary  and  extraordi¬ 
nary  powers,  has  nullified  the  chief  labors  of  the  session, 
and  has  thrown  the  affairs  of  the  Territory  into  perplex¬ 
ing  confusion.  We  therefore  memoralize  your  honor¬ 
able  body,  and  earnestly  ask  your  attention  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  facts  and  grievances  : 

It  has  been  well  understood  from  the  opening  of 
the  present  Legislature  that  a  deep-laid  conpiracy  has 
been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  revolution  in 
Utah,  by  which  the  entire  control  of  the  Territory 
should  be  wrested  frcm  the  large  majority  of  its  citizens 
and  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  small  minority,  who  have 
for  a  long  time  by  misrepresentations  and  falsehoods 
sought-  to  prejudice  the  government  and  people  of  the 
United  States  against  Utah  and  its  people. 

Unable  by  reason  of  numerical  insignificance  to 
wield  any  influence  of  importance  at  the  polls,  this  con¬ 
spiring  minority  have  planned  to  obtain  the  entire 
disfranchisement  of  the  majority,  or  the  concentration 
of  political  power  in  a  commission  of  their  own  number, 
so  that  in  either  event  the  few  shall  rule  while  the  vast 
majority  shall  be  placed  in  the  position  of  subjugated 
slaves. 

At  the  head  and  front  of  this  conspiracy  stands  Eli 
H.  Murray,  Governor  of  Utah,  who  has  openly  advo¬ 
cated  the  disruption  of  the  Territory  by  depriving  its 
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citizens  of  every  vestige  of  local  self-government,  and 
who  has  from  the  commencement  of  his  administration 
allied  himself  to  the  plotters  against  the  peace  of  the 
people,  and  has  persistently  abused  and  insulted  and 
maligned  the  majority  in  private,  in  public  documents, 
and  through  the  medium  of  the  press. 

By  the  most  atrocious  falsehoods,  by  attempted 
usurpasions,  by  insolent  messages,  he  has  sought  to  pro¬ 
voke  a  conflict  between  the  people  and  the  Federal 
authority,  which  he  claims  to  represent,  and  between 
the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the  local  gov¬ 
ernment. 

During  the  present  session  he  has  vetoed  twenty 
hills  sent  to  him  for  signature,  and  thirteen  bills  he  has 
contemptuously  ignored.  The  excuses  offered  where  any 
have  been  given,  have  been  in  most  instances  of  the 
flimsiest  character,  and  in  no  case  have  contained  vital 
objections  or  reasons  that  raised  a  pertinent  issue. 
Every  one  of  those  measures  would  have  been  beneficial 
to  the  whole  people  of  Utah,  and,  while  framed  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  wishes  of  our  constituents,  were  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United 
States.  Among  the  most  important  of  those  measures 
were  bills  for  the  following  purposes  : 

To  allow  bail  as  a  right  in  cases  of  appeal  from  the 
lower  courts  to  the  higher,  except  in  capital  offenses  ; 
to  provide  for  an  increased  jury  list  and  the  payment  of 
jurors;  to  regulate  the  legislative  apportionment  of  the 
Territory;  for  the  support  of  the  Deseret  University; 
creating  a  Territorial  board  for  the  equalization  of  taxes; 
for  the  support  of  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum;  pre¬ 
scribing  the  qualifications  of  electors  and  office-holders; 
appropriating  funds  for  Territorial  expenses,  etc.  The 
bill  allowing  bail  was  necessary  to  the  ends  of  justice, 
for  it  is  a  farce  to  grant  the  right  of  appeal  and  then  in¬ 
flict  the  punishment  appealed  from  while  the  appeal  is 
pending.  The  bill  increasing  the  jury  list  was  required 
because  the  Poland  law  provides  for  only  two  hundred 
jurors  for  each  year,  and  these  have  been  found  insuffi¬ 
cient,  necessitating  a  resort  to  the  open  venire  system, 
which  has  been  so  shamefully  abused  that  juries  have 
been  packed  with  persons  chosen  intentionally  from  the 
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enemies  of  defendants.  The  bill  followed  strictly  and 
exactly  the  provisions  of  the  Poland  law  in  the  manner 
of  selecting  the  jurors,  but  increased  the  number  so  as 
to  meet  every  possible  requirement  without  recourse  to 
open  venire.  It  also  provided  for  the  payment  of  jurors 
and  witnesses,  and  the  veto  not  only  continues  the 
system  by  which  juries  may  be  packed,  but  deprives  ju¬ 
rors,  who  are  compelled  to  serve,  for  any  pay  for  their 
services  for  the  ensuing  two  years.  The  bill  apportion¬ 
ing  the  legislative  representation  of  the  Territory  was 
framed  in  accordance  with  the  following  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Governor.” 

“I  recommend  that  the  districts  he  so  constructed 
that  each  shall  have  a  voice  without  being  overborne  by 
a  larger  neighbor  which  may  he  combined  with  it  as 
now.”  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  he  vetoed 
a  bill  drawn  up  at  his  suggestion,  but  stated  that  if  the 
Legislature  would  pass  an  Act  apportioning  the  Terri¬ 
tory  into  twelve  Council  districts  and  twenty-four  Rep¬ 
resentative  districts  on  the  basis  of  one  Councilor  to 
every  12,000  and  one  Representative  to  every  6,000  of 
population,  he  would  be  pleased  to  approve  it.  The  bill 
was  passed  exactly  in  the  form  proposed,  but  he  neither 
signed  nor  approved  it  nor  mentioned  it  further,  so  it 
died  a  natural  death.  The  bill  we  have  passed  is  strictly 
in  conformity  with  his  expressed  wishes,  but  he  has 
refused  to  append  his  signature.  The  bill  for  the  support 
of  the  Deseret  University  is  essential  to*the  welfare  of 
the  only  college  sustained  by  Territorial  funds.  It 
appropriated  for  the  gratuitous  tuition  of  normal  stu¬ 
dents  the  sum  of  $10,000  per  annum  instead  of  $5,000, 
which  has  been  the  annual  amount,  but  which  is  now 
insufficient  to  the  growing  educational  needs  of  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  institution. 

The  bill  creating  a  Territorial  board  of  equalization 
ws  passed  at  his  suggestion  and  is  a  needed  measure  to 
secure  equal  taxation  in  the  several  counties.  The  bill 
for  the  support  of  the  Territorial  insane  asylum  is  a 
public  necessity,  not  only  to  maintain  a  praiseworthy 
establishment,  but  to  pay  liabilities  contracted  at  the 
Governor’s  instance  as  one  of  its  directors;  no  provision 
now  exists  by  which  the  unfortunates  cared  for  in  the 
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asylum  may  be  maintained.  The  bill  prescribing  the 
qualifications  of  electors  and  office-holders  was  framed 
in  pursuance  of  the  following  clause  of  Section  9  of  the 
Edmunds  Act,  to-wit: 

“  And  at  or  after  the  first  meeting  of  said  Legisla¬ 
tive  Assembly,  whose  members  shall  have  been  selected 
and  returned  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  said 
Legislative  Assembly  may  make  such  laws  conformable 
to  the  Organic  Act  of  said  Territory  and  not  inconsistent 
with  other  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  it  shall  deem 
proper  concerning  the  filling  of  the  offices  in  said  Terri¬ 
tory  declared  vacant  by  this  Act.” 

The  Legislature  of  1884  passed  an  election  law,  as 
authorized  by  the  foregoing,  but  it  was  vetoed  by  the 
Governor,  who  specified  a  number  of  very  trifling  rea¬ 
sons  for  rejecting  it.  We  framed  a  bill  upon  the  ground¬ 
work  of  the  former  measure,  but  avoiding  the  points 
objectionable  to  the  Governor  as  presented  in  his  former 
veto  message.  He  has  peremptorily  refused  to  sign  it. 
The  only  reason  we  know  of  for  this  refusal  is  the  desire 
to  continue  in  office  the  five  commissioners  appointed 
under  the  Edmunds  law  to  select  proper  persons  to  fill 
the  registration  and  election  offices  in  the  Terrritory. 
The  design  of  the  Edmunds  law,  as  indicated  in  Section 
9,  was  to  have  those  offices  filled  as  the  Legislature 
should  provide,  and  thus  abolish  the  commission.  It  was 
only  designed  to  be  temporary.  As  soon  as  a  Legisla¬ 
ture  elected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Edmunds  law 
should  meet  and  provide  for  the  filling  of  those  offices 
the  object  of  appointing  the  commission  would  be 
accomplished.  And  the  specific  purpose  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment  and  of  the  election  of  a  Legislative  Assembly 
under  their  auspices  was  to  prevent  bigamists,  polyga¬ 
mists,  and  persons  practicing  unlawful  cohabitation 
from  voting  or  holding  office  in  Utah.  This  was  secured 
by  the  election  bill  that  the  Governor  has  vetoed  which 
provides  for  the  registration  of  voters,  and  imposes  the 
following  oath  upon  all  applicants  for  registration:

This  is  the  same  oath  formulated  by  the  commis¬ 
sioners  and  taken  by  all  persons  who  voted  at  the  elec¬ 
tion  which  returned  us  to  office:  The  commissioners 
had  no  authority  in  law  to  impose  any  oath  whatever. 
Their  act  in  doing  so  was  legislation.  While  they 
remain  in  office  that  oath  is  imposed  without  authority 
of  law.  But  by  the  bill  which  the  Governor  has  vetoed 
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the  oath  would  become  legal  and  the  object  of  the 
Edmunds  law  in  its  political  portion  would  be  fully 
accomplished.  The  veto  of  that  hill  nullifies  one  of  the 
purposes  of  the  Edmunds  Act,  and  continues  in  office  a 
useless  commission  costing  the  Government  an  average 
of  $50,000  per  annum,  not  including  the  $25,000  per 
annum  for  their  salaries  or  the  large  amount  for  their 
personal  expenses.  This  Territory  under  the  bill  we 
passed  could  attend  to  its  own  election  business  at  a  cost 
of  not  more  than  $5,000,  which  would  be  paid  out  of  its 
own  treasury.  The  veto  of  that  bill  then  costs  the 
United  States  Treasury  about  $75,000  per  annum  unnec¬ 
essarily  and  without  any  good  result. 

The  appropriation  bill  was  closely  economical  and 
provided  the  necessary  funds  for  the  local  Government, 
for  educational  purposes,  for  the  improvement  of  roads 
and  bridges,  for  the  fees  of  jurors  and  witnesses  and 
other  expenses  of  the  courts,  and  to  meet  obligations 
lawfully  contracted.  But  it  created  no  public  debt,  fos¬ 
tered  no  private  scheme,  and  kept  within  the  limits  of 
the  current  revenue.  The  reason  assigned  for  vetoing 
this  bill,  which  was  absolutely  necessary  for  the  conduct 
of  public  affairs,  is  that  the  officers  to  handle  the  funds 
are  not  de  jure  officers,  because  they  are  not  appointees 
of  the  Governor.  For  twenty-six  years  the  Territorial 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  were  elected  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  in  joint  session.  The  law  was  then  changed, 
making  them  elective  by  the  people.  The  bill  rendering 
the  officers  elective  was  signed  by  Governor  Murray’s 
predecessor,  and  was  not  disapproved  by  Congress.  The 
present  incumbents  were  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and 
hold  their  commissions  from  Governor  Murray  himself. 
But  the  Governor  contends  that  he  has  the  right  to 
nominate  these  officers,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Council 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  And  because  this  right  is 
disputed  by  the  Council  who  have  not  confirmed  his 
nominees — persons  obnoxious  to  the  great  majority  of 
the  citizens— he  has  refused  to  sign  the  appropriation 
bill,  and  has  thus  cut  off  the  motive  power  which  turns 
the  wheels  of  the  Territorial  machinery,  stopping  all 
public  improvements  and  demoralizing  business  gener¬ 
ally.  In  the  face  of  this  law  standing  upon  our  statute 
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books,  the  Council  could  not  accept  the  dictum  of  the 
executive,  who  is  not  endowed  with  judicial  powers.  In 
declaring  the  law  invalid  which  providers  for  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  he  has  assumed  judi¬ 
cial  functions;  and  in  vetoing  the  appropriation  bill  on 
the  pretext  that  those  officers  were  elected  under  an 
invalid  law,  he  has  acted  the  part  of  a  tyrant  and  an 
obstructionist,  placing  a  barrier  in  the  way  of  all  Terri¬ 
torial  advancement.  Even  if  the  Governor’s  view  of 
the  law  is  correct  and  our  predecessors  for  thirty-four 
years  have  been  mistaken — and  this  can  only  be  pro¬ 
perly  decided  by  a  competent  court — that  does  not  justi¬ 
fy  an  executive  in  destroying  the  combined  labors  of 
both  houses  of  the  Legislature.  As  well  might  the  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  United  States  refuse  to  sign  all  the  appro¬ 
priation  bills  of  Congress  because  the  Senate  refuse  to 
confirm  his  nominees  to  office. 

The  power  of  absolute  veto  which  is  vested  in  the 
Governor  of  Utah  is  the  principal  evil  that  suggests 
and  makes  possible  the  obstruction  of  the  executive. 
It  stands  as  an  anomaly  and  a  solecism  in  this  great  re¬ 
public.  It  is  a  menace  to  freedom  and  a  relic  of  mon¬ 
archical  absolutism.  In  every  State  and  Territory  of 
the  Federal  Union  except  Utah  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  the  Legislature  will  pass  any  duly  enacted  bill 
over  the  Governor’s  veto.  Even  Arizona,  once  suffering 
under  the  same  disability  as  Utah,  was  July  19,  1876, 
freed  from  this  unjust  and  needless  despotism.  If  the 
one  man  who  wields  this  extraordinary  power  were  of 
the  people,  or  a  friend  to  the  people,  whose  expressed 
will  at  the  polls  he  can  annul  by  a  stroke  of  the  pen, 
or  by  dogged  refusal  to  sign  his  name,  it  would  not  be 
so  thoroughly  oppressive.  But  he  is  usually  not  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  people  nor  with  their  interests,  but  is  ar¬ 
bitrarily  appointed,  by  those  in  whose  authority  the 
people  affected  have  no  voice  or  vote,  from  a  distant 
place  and  with  aims  and  purposes  foreign  to  theirs. 
Thus  one  man  who  is  unfriendly,  in  this  case  strongly 
antagonistic  to  the  masses,  can  render  null  and  void  by 
simply  acting  as  an  obstructionist  the  entire  labors  for 
sixty  days  of  thirty-six  legislators  elected  at  the  polls 
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by  nearly  all  the  voting  citizens  of  the  most  populous 
Territory  of  the  Union. 

Measures  are  pending  in  your  honorable  body  to 
deprive  of  the  elective  franchise  the  industrious,  peace- 
loving,  thrifty,  and  self-supporting  citizens  of  Utah  who 
are  free  from  all  the  disabilities  of  the  Edmunds  act, 
and  cannot  be  convicted  of  crime,  essential  or  consti¬ 
tuted  by  law.  In  some  matters  of  belief  they  differ 
from  other  citizens.  Is  this  an  offense  which  should 
render  them  voteless  in  a  land  of  religious  liberty  ? 
The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  enunci¬ 
ated  the  doctrine  that  governments  can  only  legislate 
against  actions  ;  that  matters  of  faith,  and  opinion,  and 
worship  are  beyond  their  control,  and  that  it  is  time  for 
them  to  interfere  when  beliefs  break  out  in  overt  acts 
against  peace  and  good  order.  Your  honorable  body  is 
urged  to  pass  laws  in  violation  of  this  principle  and  of 
the  first  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  The  only  results  that  can  be  expected  from 
such  a  revolution  in  the  affairs  of  this  Territory  are  the 
complete  control  of  the  many  by  the  conspiring  few — 
85  per  cent  of  the  population  dominated  by  the  other 
15  per  cent.  ;  seven-tenths  of  the  voting  citizens  de¬ 
prived  of  the  ballot  to  please  and  enrich  the  remaining 
three-tenths,  the  latter  now  holding  all  the  offices  in  the 
Federal  gift,  and  plotting  and  conspiring  to  grasp  all 
the  local  offices  and  the  local  finances.  It  is  an  error 
to  suppose  that  this  will  tend  to  solve  the  religious 
problem-  peculiar  to  this  Territory.  It  will  but  confirm 
the  faith  of  those  who  adhere  to  tenets  which  they  will 
deem  assailed  by  unfair  and  unprecedented  weapons, 
and  render  more  solid  and  compact  the  ranks  of  the 
people  so  unjustly  despoiled. 

Disfranchisement  for  unorthodox  belief  or  for  mem¬ 
bership  in  an  unpopular  church  will  be  something  en¬ 
tirely  new  under  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  stride  backward  to  ward  the  cruel  intolerance  and 
religious  bondage  of  mediaeval  times.  Its  proposal  is 
not  in  the  interest  of  the  nation,  but  of  a  few  adven¬ 
turers  who  lust  for  place,  power  and  pelf,  and  are  taking 
advantage  of  common  prejudice  against  a  misunder¬ 
stood  community  to  effect  their  nefarious  personal 
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ends.  Through  the  toils,  privations,  and  daring  of  the 
pioneers  of  this  people  the  whole  Rocky  Mountain 
region  has  been  opened  to  civilization  and  the  extension 
of  the  power  and  the  increase  of  the  wealth  of  this 
great  republic.  Shall  the  sons  and  daughters  of  those 
brave  and  loyal  pioneers,  many  of  whom  aiding  in 
wresting  this  vast  section  on  the  Pacific  Slope  from  the 
dominion  of  Mexico,  now  be  rewarded  by  total  dis¬ 
franchisement  and  by  subjugation  to  a  handful  of  ad¬ 
venturers  who  have  come  here  to  take  advantage  of 
their  labors  and  sacrifices  ? 

We  respectfully  ask  that  the  bills  which  we  have 
named,  copies  of  which  are  herewith  forwarded,  may 
receive  the  authority  of  law,  either  by  enactment  of 
Congress  or  by  other  means  deemed  suitable  by  your 
honorable  body.  We  would  urge  this  especially  in  re¬ 
gard  to' the  election,  jury  and  appropriation  bills,  which 
are  absolutely  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  Territory. 

That  the  veto  power  of  the  executive  in  this  Terri¬ 
tory  of  nearly  two  hundred  thousand  people  be  made 
conformable  to  that  in  every  other  section  of  this  great 
republic,  so  that  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  may  prevail  over  a  single  voice  and  that  an  arbi¬ 
trary,  irksome,  and  anamalous  one-man  power  shall  no 
longer  be  absolute  in  opposition  to  the  expressed  wishes 
of  the  people  who  suffer  from  this  more  than  monarch¬ 
ical  authority. 

That  the  conspiracy  to  revolutionize  the  Territory 
and  reverse  the  rule  that  majorities  shall  govern  shall 
not  prevail,  but  that  your  honorable  body  will  view  this 
matter  in  the  light  of  justice  and  an  understanding  of 
the  facts,  postponing  action  until  full  inquiry  into  both 
sides  of  the  question  shall  enable  intelligence  and  calm 
judgment  to  take  the  place  of  prejudice  and  the  un¬ 
seemly  haste  that  is  born  of  it. 

That  the  cumbersome,  useless  and  expensive  Utah 
Commission,  which  has  fully  served  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  created  and  which  has  in  addition  exer¬ 
cised  both  legislative  and  judicial  functions  without  the 
slightest  authority  in  law,  be  at  once  abolished  and  the 
voting  citizens  be  permitted  to  regulate  their  own 
election  affairs,  at  their  own  expense,  under  the  laws  of 
Congress  and  of  the  Territory. 
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That  a  commission  of  disinterested  persons  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  quietly  and  fully  investigate  the  affairs  of 
this  Territory,  so  that  accurate  information  may  he  ob¬ 
tained  concerning  the  people,  their  condition,  progress, 
sentiments,  prospects,  and  attitude  toward  the  general 
government,  with  a  view  to  determine  their  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  self-govern¬ 
ment,  under  the  liberal  constitution  which  they  have 
framed  and  to  which  they  invite  the  careful  scrutiny  of 
your  honorable  body. 

And  that,  in  the  event  of  statehood  being  still 
further  postponed,  the  people  of  the  oldest,  wealthiest, 
most  populous  and  most  progressive  Territory  of  the 
United  States  be  relieved  of  the  incumbrances  and 
hindrances  with  which  special  legislation  has  weighted 
them  down,  and  that  the  citizens  who  have  broken  no 
law  may  be  permitted,  like  those  of  other  Territories, 
to  legislate  for  themselves  and  to  demonstrate  their 
good  qualities,  their  ability  to  regulate  their  local 
affairs,  and  their  fitness  for  their  high  destiny  as  a 
vigorous  commonwealth  which  shall  prove  a  strength 
and  support  to  the  Federal  Union. 

Let  not  our  prayers  be  disregarded.  We  ask  no 
special  favor.  We  only  appeal  for  fair  treatment,  for 
equal  rights  with  other  citizens,  for  common  liberties, 
for  simple  justice.  And  while  the  God  of  nations  will 
approve  your  fearless  action  in  support  of  reason  and  of 
right  in  opposition  to  abuse  and  wrong,  a  grand  and 
united  people,  redeemed  from  oppression,  will  vindicate 
your  good  judgment  and  glorify  your  patriotism. 

And  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever 
pray,  etc.
